Governor May Call Legislature 
Together in Fall Asking 
for Results. 


| BY C. 8. R. : 

Springfield, III., May 22.—(Special.]—This 
distinguished but extraordinary and even 
comical session of the general assembly of 
the commonwealth of Illinois is preparing to 
adjourn next Saturday sine die without ac- 
complishing one thing of interest or im- 
portance. 

All that Gov. Deneen hopes is that its final 
agonies may be as inconspicuous as possible 
and that it may pass away and be forgotten. 
He will ¢all a special session, probably some 
time next fall, and respectfully request the 
legislators to do something, 

A high browed senate and a low browed 
house have fired bills at each other, but the 
one refuses to concur in anything the other 
passes and between the two everything that 
was expected of the assembly is falling into 
the bottomless pit. 


House Would Change Court Day. 

The most conspicuous accomplishments 
of this legislature bid fair to be bills 
changing the term of Circuit court in various 
counties. The house is handing the senate 
a number of meritoriaus measures such as 
those designed to suppress slot machines, big 
hats, and cigarets, regulate the purchase of 
eggs, and accomplish various reforms for 
the betterment of mankind.

Lorimer and Mr. Deneen could have carried 
their new understanding to the extent of 
electing a successor to Mr. Hopkins earlier 
in the game the legislature might have done 
some work. 

Mr. Lorimer may be elected senator this 
week, but it will be too late to loose the 
shackles in which legislation is tied up. If 
Mr. Lorimer had been elected three weeks 
ago or two weeks ago or even a Week ago the 
restraints which have hedged in every big 
legislative attempt might have been re- 
moved, but unless the house organization be- 
comes reformed over night it is too late now. 


Worst Record in History.

assemblies. It will do nothing.) It has had 
some big issues. It had the Chicago charter, 
which it killed. It has the deep waterway, 
which it has blocked. It has the asylum re- 
organization, which has been mistreated in 
the senate and ignored in the house. 

In the lower branch the organization 18 80 
fearful that something might be done which 
would advance administration bills or throw 
a complication into the senatorship that it 
has refused to do anything. In inaction there 
is safety, in the opinion of the house leaders. 
An awakening of intent to do something 
might hit the house yet, but of this there are

Gov. Deneen's resolve to call the legisia- 
ture back and hand it a program was reached 
some time ago when it became apparent that 
nothing would be done.

Net Results Will Be Nothing. 

It is possible that at the last moment the 
house will pass some of the big bills and 
send them across to the senate in such form 
that the senate concurrence cannot be given. 
The resulting conferences. if held, will pro- 
duce nothing, and, while the house will save 
itself from the charge of not having tried to 
do anything, the net results will be the same 
as if no attempt had been made. 

The senate, reorganized and unorganized, 
reformed, uplifted. and chastened, has done 
some work well and some work folerably. 
The children of its legislative endeavor have 
traveled across the corridor only to play 3 
prominent part in the slaughter of the inno- 
cents by the house organization.

Sheriff at Augusta Restores Quiet for 
Night, but Fears More Trouble Over 
Negro Firemen. 


Augusta, Ga. May 22.—The race issue 
late tonight suddenly gave an extremely 
ugly aspect to the strike of less than a hun- 
dred white firemen on the Georgia railroad, 
who went out in an attempt to force the rail- 
road to discharge its negro firemen. Blood 
flowed at Athens and a small mob gath- 
ered here.

He testified that he 
visited the Joseph Klicka company plant on 
Oct. 1 and found that boilers had been in- 
stalled by nonunion men. i 

Frank Cassiday, a plumber and a member 
of the Journeymen Plumbers’ union, was 
called as a witness.

RELATIVES THINK MAN SLAIN; 
MONEY OF COMPANY IS GONE. 


Empty Purse of Missing Collector Found 
in Park—Letter Intimates Benjamin 
Porter Was Hurt by Robbers. 


Relatives of Benjamin W. Porter, who has 
been missing since last Thursday from his 
residence at 7860 Bond avenue, fear he has 
been murdered and robbed. He was an 
agent for a life insurance company and he 
told his wife recently that two suspicious 
looking men had been following him. 

His pocketbook, which had contained 200 
belonging to the insurance company and 
showing traces of blood stains, was found 
yesterday in Jackson park. This is the only 
clew the police have to his probable fate. 

His brother, Allan W. Porter, à hardware 
dealer at 370 Sixty-third street, reported the 
disappearance to the police and has been 
leading the search. He expressed a con- 
viction that his brother had been killed by 
robbers and hie body thrown in the lake 
or secreted somewhere. 

E. J. Nealy, superintendent of the local 
office of the insurance company, received a 
letter last Friday containing Porter's letters 
and a poorly penciled note which suggested 
foul play and led to the search. The note 
was as follows: . 

“ After this when you hire a man see that 
you get one who will not put up such a fight. 
That is useless. He is injured, but if he 
does the right thing everything will be all 
right, but if he does not 

Here the note ended unsigned. 

Porter told his brother Allan early last 
week that two men had been following him 
constantly while he went about making 
collections. 

“They never speak to me or pretend to no- 
tice me,. he said, but several times I have 
watched them after I entered a house and in- 
variably they turned the corner and waited 
in the neighborhood until I cameout. I think 
they intend to rob me.” 

He also told his wife and father-in-law, L.

DIES WHEN DISGRACE IS SEEN 


Failure to Pay Friend’s Loan Is 
Real Motive in Fischer Suicide. 


GIVEN 8 DAYS; SHOOTS SELF. 


Widow Leaves Suddenly When Dis- 
closures of Wrongdoing Are Known. 


The verdict of a coroner’s jury that WilHam 
D. Fischer shot himself May 5 because of 
worry over chronic neuralgia was punctured 
twice yesterday and then collapsed, 

The first doubt was thrown on the verdict 
of the jury when Recorder Abel Davis 
listened to the informal testimony of certain 
clients of Fischer's and then declared there 
was something wrong with certain im- 
nortant papers filed by him shortly before his 
death. 

The next blow to the neuralgia theory was 
the declaration of E. 8. Shepherd and J. G. 
Neumeister, both friends of Fischer, that he 
had taken $15,000 from the former to pay a 
mortgage held by the latter and had con- 
verted it to his own use. 

It is estimated that the money unaccounted 
for eventually will be found to exceed $75,000. 
It will be impossible to ascertain the truth 
of the matter until his businees for the last 
few years is completely checked up. 


Failing to Pay, Ends Life. 

The events which led up to the suicide were 
dramatic. Shepherd, who is president of the 
South Water street firm of Crerar, Adams & 
Co., had bought a house in Rogers Park sub- 
ject to a $15,000 mortgage, held by John G. 
Neumeister, also a South Water street mer- 
chant, and Caspar Staub, engaged in the 
same business on West Randolph street. 

Some time ago Shepherd gave Fischer the 
money to pay off the mortgage. Later he 
learned that it had not been paid. Fischer 
admitted it, it is said, and promised to pay it 
immediately. 

After being put off several times Shepherd 
gave the real estate man three days to 
straighten the matter out. On the third day 
Fischer shot himself. 

It is the old ‘story of trying to keep up a 
champagne career on a beer income, said 
Shepherd. “ There are a lot of us who have 
lost heavily, but it is no use to talk about it 
now. It was a case of misplaced confidence, 
and we must take our losses as cheerfully 
as we can.“ 

In attempting to ascertain these other 
losses an act of Fischer's a few hours before 
he committed suicide is under scrutiny. The 
document in question is a release deed filed 
by him for record, punporting to have been 
made by a man then dead, and releasing a 
mortgage to a man who did not know that he 
had any such mortgage. 


Note for $2,500 Is Unpaid, 

A son of William J. Lukens, the supposed 
maker of the release deed, declared that the 
signature was not his father’s and that the 
mortgage had never in fact been paid. Fred- 
erick J. Essig, to whom the conveyance was 
made, claims to know nothing of it. He was 
a personal friend of Fischer’s, and had trane- 
acted some business through him. The note, 
which is said to be still unpaid, amounts to 


500. 

Following the disclosures in the afterrioon 
Mrs, Fischer left her home, 43 Roslyn place, 
saying she would be gene for several days 
and possibly much longer. 


BLINDED BY NEW FLASHLIGHT. 


Youthful Camera Enthusiast Tries Out- 
fit in Basement and Sets Fire 
to Father’s Home. 


Peter Zuceyk was partly blinded by the 
explosion of a flashlight which also set fire 
to the basement of his father’s home at 4828 
Robey street last night. Peter, who 16 19 
years old, has studied photography since he 
was a small boy and spent most of his time 
in the studio he had built at home, He 
bought a flashlight outfit yesterday and took 
it to the basement to try it out. He used 
too much powder and the family found him 
staggering in the smoke with his hands over 
his eyes. At the Englewood Union hospital 
it was found that his hands and face were 
severely burned and his eyes injured.

BROKER'S LOST AGENT FOUND 


Friend Meets Frederick Kohl 
Wandering in 52d Street. 


MIND BLANK. ON RETURN. 


Does Not Remember Writing of Embez- 
zlement to His Wife. 


Frederick W. Kohl, former confidential 
agent of Charles L. Raymond, a broker with 
offices in the Royal Trust building, has been 
found alivé and well. He disappeared two 
weeks ago, after leaving a note to his wife in 
which he told her he had embezzled a large 
sum of money from his employer and bene- 
factor, and was going to end bis life. 

He was found walking aimlessly in Fifty- 
second street yesterday morning by a friend,

Stocum took Kohl to his own home, and 
then telephoned to Mrs. Kohl at 5143 Calu- 
met avenue, and to Mr. Raymond. 

Mr. Raymond, who has never lost confi- 
dence in his former employé, repeatedly de- 
clared that expert accountants who have 
been working on the books have been unable 
to find any such discrepancy as named by 
Kohl in his letter to his wife. 


“Ads” Inserted by Employer. 

In proof of this statement and of his con- 
fidehce in the young man, he is said to have 
inserted ads in the evening papers of 
Friday, in which he asked the missing man, 
whom he addressed as Fred,“ to return ta 


his wife and family if he had a spark of man- 


hood left in him. The ad was signed with 
the initials C. L. R.“ 

When asked if he had seen these ads,“ 
Kohl told Stocum that he had not. He did 
not seem to remember that he had ever 
written a letter to his wife confessing the 
theft of money from his employer, and also 
seemed hazy about his wanderings since his 
disappearance. 

Detective Sergeant Willia Reid was in In- 
diana Harbor yesterday for a prisoner and 
was informed that Kohl hed spent days there 
and in Gary. 

«It te the belief of his wife and friends that 
an operation for a slight trouble on his head 
several years ago affected his mind and 
caused the hallucination that prompted him 
to make the statement about stealing from 
his employer. 

Letter Left for Wife. 

The letter which he left for his wife on the 
day of his disappearance follows: 

Dear: I am going to end it all. I am 
only a common thief. It isn't the amount I 
took. That isn’t so big it could not be made 
up. I can’t stand the thought of having 
taken the money. 

I love you. I hate to leave you and the 
kiddie boy, but I have got to go. Something 
is the matter with me. I feel wrong inside 
and this theft preys on me all the time. 

“You belong to me. You belong to me, 
girl. I love you. You know I have always 
loved you. But I have got to ga Do you 
believe in an afterwards? Do you, girl? 
I don’t mean a conventional heaven. I mean 
an afterwards. I do. I will have you there. 
I will have you and my own kiddie boy.

“If those who favor this movement were 
ai to be honest in the matter they 
would invite a decision as to the merits of the 
’ question based upon the actual value of the 


3 » products of the institution. They would call 
to Springfield a delegation of the most intelli- 
gent farmers in the vicinity of the university 
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to testify as to the public value ot the depart- 


ment that teaches agriculture; another dele- 
gation of competent engineers to pass upon 


the engineering school; another delegation of 


business men to testify as to the commercial 
and industrial value of graduates of the uni- 
‘ versity in academic lines, and so on ail 
through the various departments. 


Believes Results Can’t Be Shown. 
In this way let the university authorities 
show how the men turned out there have 
‘been benefited by what they have been 
taught. This would be the proper method 
for the supporters of the university to take: 
and I assert that the reason they are not 


doing this is because they cannot show re- | 
ysults that are at all commensurate with the 


expense incurred in supplying this education. 

I have given a great deal of thought and 
study to the subject of higher education, and 
have conducted several systematic investiga- 
tions with regard to this and many other in- 
stitutions engaged in advanced lines of edu- 
cation. In fact, as far as I know, I am the 


only one who ever has taken up this subject - 


in a businessiike way, and the conclusion I 
have reached is that practically every one 
of these .astitutions ts a fraud and an imposi- 
tion on the public. 

“In trying some years ago to find out the 
utility of an academic education for the 
young man who has to earn his own living, 
inquiries were made not only of graduates 
from the colleges and universities but also 
of those who had engaged these graduates 
in a business way, and the result, as shown 
in a booklet published at the time, was any- 
hing but creditable to the university. 

Later, as part of an inquiry as to the 
practical value of schools of agriculture in 
the making of good farmers, I found this 
line of education vastly overdone and the 
results not at all in, keeping with the heavy 
expenditures. 


Has Made Exhaustive Investigation. 

“TI am just finishing a series of published 
articles showing the results of an inveatiga- 
tion of all branches taught in the engineering 
departments or schools of the country, and 
this includes the department at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. This department of engi- 
neering has shown me no better results than 
I found coming from the agricultural school. 

TJ consider the evidence I have secured the 
strongest that possibly could be obtained. I 


think it will be conceded generally that when 


the state appropriates money for any object 
the advantages to be gained thereby should 
be beyond question. It will be seen from the 
facts I am able to present that the Univer- 
sity of Illinois has not the, merit necessary 


to warrant its support by the public. 


J am prepared even to go much further 
than this, for I maintain that instead of being 
a benefit such institutions as this are a posi- 
ive curse, and are doing a vast amount of 
harm by demoralizing the youth of this coun- 
try. 

“Instead of teaching young men to seek 
labor, they cause them to despise it, and the 
students leave the schools with the feeling 
that they are too good to work and are smart 
‘enough to make their living by their wits. 


Instead of appropriating funds for such 


institutions it would be a good deal better

. for the state to put a torch to them and burn 
them down, to go out of the higher educa- 


tion business, and permit the boys to go 
back to their homes and assist in supporting 
their families, instead of causing them a 
heavy expense.

NATCHEZ HAS GREATEST DAY 


Punchbowl for Battleship: Missis- 
sippi Is Gift of Citizens. 


OLD UNION FLAG RETURNED. 


— 


Standard Was Captured by Confeder- 
ates from Guuboat in 1864 


Natchez, Miss. May 22.—[Special.]—This 
has been the most patriotic day in Natches's 
history. Officers of the United States steam- 
ship Mississippi were presented with a punch 
bowl. the gift of Natchez people to the bat- 
tleship. The presentation speech was made 
by United States Senator Biect John Sharp 
Williams. 

A diversion was interjected by the pres- 
entation of an American flag captured by 
a company of confederate cavalry from the 
United States gunboat Petrel in the Yasoo 
river on April 22, 1864. This presentation 
was made by Capt. Allen T. Bowie, whose 
brother, Capt. John R. Bowle, made the 
capture. 

All of those in the great audience, both men 
and women, gave a demonstration of their 
feelings when Capt. Bowle, assisted by Col. 
W. A. Montgomery of Edwards, Miss., ap- 
proached Capt. John C. Fremont and gave 
into his custody the old flag. Members of 
the committee on the stage rose to their 
feet, and the audience stood as these three 
gray haired men clasped hands holding the 
flag between them. 


Present a Fine Phonograph. 


Another patriotic incident occurred when 
Judge Thomas Rober, who came to Natchez 
with the Union army and has made this city 
his home, appeared in behalf of the women 
and children of Natchez to present their gift, 
a $250 phonograph. 

Then came another display of patriotism 
when a class of the public school sang 
„America.“ Master Gaillard Connor, aged 10 
years, dressed as Uncle Sam, his costume 
being made of American flags, conducted the 
flag exercises, the school children repeating 
the words of the song as he signaled. 

Senator Elect Williams in his address men- 
tioned the names of former President Roose- 
velt and ex-Secretary of the Navy Moody as 
the men who named the battleship, also those 
of Admiral Dewey and Jefferson Davis. — 
words were followed by cheers. 

The punch bow! stands eighteen inches in 
height and is on a tray 36 by 24 inches. It 
is made of hammered copper and silver, is 
gold lined, and bears the inscription: 

„V. 8. 8 Mississippi, from the citizens of 
Natchez, Miss., in token of their admiration 
and pride in the navy of their country.” 


Sees Possibilities of Great River. 

In his speech of acceptance Capt. Fremont 
cited the presence of the battleship in the 
Mississippi as a demonstration of the navi- 
gability of the great river and an indication 
of greater possibilities in the future. 

Capt. Fremont called on Gov. Noel during 
the morning and Gov. Noel returned the call 
inthe afternoon. Many thousands of persons 
inspected the battleship. The war vessel is 
lying near the Louisiana shore, where the 
water is only fifty-five feet deep. 
Near the Mississippi shore the water 
is from 100 to 200 feet deep, and there 
is width enough for the battleshjp to make 
two or three turns if necessary. It is draw- 
ing 26.2 feet at the stern. Capt. Hiner, the 
river pilot who brought the vessel to Natchez, 
is confident of an easy return to the gulf. 

At the dinner during the evening improved 
navigation on the Mississippi river, the great 
highway: of commerce, as the demand and 
the right of Mississippi valley was empha- 


‘sized.

Child in Kingdom of Heaven. 

Bishop Henry Spellmeyer of St. Louis com- 
menced his address before the board of Sun- 
day schools of the Methodist kpiscopai 
church this evening Dy saying: 

We have the woman question and we are 
glad to have it; we have thé labor question 
and we are bound to have it; but when we 
settle the child question we will have'settied 
the woman question, and when we have set- 
tled both the child and woman questions we 
have settled the labor question. If the child 
goes wrong all is wrong.” 

He took radical ground on the religiousness 
of the child nature. 

“I do not believe that the child needs to be 
converted, he said. The child is in the 
kingdom. It is the duty of parents and teach- 
ers to keep the child in the kingdom.”’ 

Dr. E. Robb Zaring, one of the editors or 
the Western Christian Advocate of Cmein- 
nati, in an address on The Heligious Press 
and the Sunday School exalted both the 
secular and religious press as powerful agen- 
cles in reform. 


Secular Press More Religious.

Seven medica} students of the Northwest- 
ern university, who have volunteered to sub- 
mit to government tests as to the value or 
harm of certain food preservatives, remained 
closely in a third floor flat at 2407 Prairie 
avenue yesterday and refused to be inter- 
viewed regarding their first day's experi. 
ences. 

There are rumors that the government has 
fitted out the flat in an elaborate manner for 
the stomach trial volunteers,” but they 
declined to permit a reporter to see it. 

The experiment is under the direction of 
Prof. John Harper Long, who is assisted by 
Prof. James Ebhardt of the Post Graduate 
hospital. Prof Ebhardt visited the seven 
government eatere yesterday. He said: 

“We do not desire any publicity. The stu- 
dents have volunteered to live upon a certain 
diet, and the experiments are perfectly 


proper.“ 

When the first of these tests was made 
here the volunteers were served foods treated 
with benzoate of soda. They were then per- 
mitted to go where they pleased, but the sec.

until a verdict is reached.

ROGERS MILLIONS 10 FAMILY 
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Financier Gave Children $16,- 
000;000-Weeks Before Death. 


ESTATE IS ONLY $45,000,000. 


Fortune Cut by Wall Street in Three 
Years’ War. 


New York, May 22.—[{Special.}—Henry H. 
Rogers gave gway $16,000,000 in bonds, se- 
curities, and cash five weeks before his sud- 
den death at his home here on Wednesday. 
This fact was learned today from a business 
associate of Mr. Rogers, who is familiar with 
his private affairs. This vast sum of money 
was divided equally among his four children. 
Each received $4,000,000. 

The money went to his daughter, Anne, now 
Mrs. W. E. Benjamin; his daughter, Clara, 
now Mrs. Urban J. Broughton, and formerly 
Mrs. Bradford Duff; his daughter, Mae, now 
Mrs. W. R. Coe, and the divorced wife of 
Joseph C. Mott; and his son, Henry H. Rog- 


ers Jr. : 

This sum will not be subject to the in- 
heritance tax of 1 per cent for direct heirs and 
5 per cent for collatera! heirs. Whether or 
not Mr. Rogers had this in mind when he 
gave away these great fortunes is prob- 
lematical, but this has been done frequently 
gince the inheritance tax was levied. 


Leaves Estate of $45,000,000. 

The will of Mr. Rogers in all likelihood will 
be filed for probate in New York county. His 
total estate comprises $45,000,000, and the 
bulk of it will go to his second wife and his 
children. There are other bequests to the 
town of Fairhaven, which already has re- 
cetved $2,500,000 from Mr. Rogers, and to 
collateral relatives and friends. 

It was said today that Mr. Rogers was 
worth fully $60,000,000 three years ago. In 
Wall street it was said that he was the victim 
of his own business ruthlessness. A lot of 
men whom he had swept aside in his career 
found a chance to get even and they showed 

mercy. 
Phen he — money to bufld his Virgin- 
jan tidewater railroad he had to pay 7 and 
8 per cent for it. and in many other ways 
he was made to feel the power of Wall street.

LOOP PROTEST RUFFLES COBE 


Leader of Elevated Merger Plan 
Asks ‘‘Antis’’ to Play Fair. 


AIMS TO BETTER SERVICE. 


Denial of Further Grants Brings Prom- 
ise of Vast Improvements. 


“The Loop Protective association is beat- 
ing around the bush, and at no time has it 
acted tatiy toward the men who are trying 
to consolidate Chicago's elevated railroads.“ 

This statement was made yesterday by Ira 
M. Cobe, president of the Assets Realization 
company and one of the leaders in the pro- 
posed elevated merger. ‘ Mr. Cobe said he 
was not angry at the loop association, but 
that his feelings had been slightly ruled 
by the manner in which the enemies of the 
downtown structure Were conducting their 
campaign. 

At the last meeting of the association, 
which was held in the University club and 
was attended by forty members, a resolu- 
tion was passed condemning the loop and 
threatening immediate ouster proceedings if 
certain promises were not made that the 
service would be improved under the con- 
solidation régime. The resolutions were 


drawn up by Attorney Clarence N. Goodwin. 


representing the association, and were or- 
dered sent to Mayor Busse and the commit- 
tee on loca! transportation. 


Seek No New Franchises. 
‘That sort of business of treating us like 
children will not do one bit of good,“ said 
Mr. Cobe. I didn't know there was a Loop 
Protective association in existence until a 
few weeks ago. Then [learned of it by read- 
ing in the newspapers that the association 
was forming plans to fight the proposed mer- 
r. 
sar? Now they are asking the city to take 
steps to make us agree to the desired im- 
provements. They ask that the city refuse 
to give us any more grants unless we sign 
up in black and white what we mean to do. 
That is all very well, but it probably will be 
years before we have to ask for new fran- 
chises from the city. The different elevated 
roads all have long term franchises and at 
present it looks as if we would be able to 
operate under these grants. 


Ask Only Fair Treatment. 
“What we want the Loop Protective asso- 
elation to do is to treat us fairly. The merger 
of the elevated roads will undoubtedly bring 
about great improvements in the service, 
Through a unified system we will be able to 
make these improvements where the present 
companies are unable to do 80.“ 

Further negotiations between the promot- 
ers and officials of the Metropolitan west side 
road will probably be discussed at a meet- 
ing tomorrow or Tuesday in the offices of 
Mr. Cobe at 100 Washington street. The 
Metropolitan is the stumbling block in the 
path of the consolidation, plan.

Matthias Anderson, Barred from 
Wife, Shoots Mrs. C. A. Mace. 


TAKES LIFE ON SIDEWALK. 


Housekeeper's Employer Attacked 
Walking with Children. 


Because he was not permitted to see his 
wife, who is housekeeper in the home of 
Charles Austin Mace at 3000 Lakewood ave- 
nue, Matthias Anderson shot Mrs. Mace and 
then committed suicide yesterday. 

Mrs. Mace, who is 24 years old, was walking 
in Devon avenue, near Southport avenue, 
with her daughters, 2 and 4 years old, when 
she passed Anderson. She nodded to him 
and walked on. 

Anderson turned and fired at her, the bullet 
taking effect in her right shoulder. Then he 
sat down on the sidewalk and shot himseif 
twice, once in the head and once in the body. 

When their mother fell to the sidewalk the 
Mace children ran screaming into the street. 
Mrs. Mace recovered quickly, however, and 
staggered into the confectionery store of 
Mrs. Anna Zinter, 055 Devon avenue. 

She was taken by Mrs. Zinter and other 
persons to the office of Dr. G. F. Rulitson, 
4402 North Clark street. After the physician 
had dressed the wound she was taken to her 
home. The Mace children were cared for by 
Mrs. Zinter, a friend of the Mace family. 

Anderson was taken unconscious to the. 
Ravenswood hospital in the police ambulance 
from the Summerdale station. He lived at 
284 West Erie street. . 

Mrs. Anderson says her husband drank and 
treated her cruelly and that she left him six 
months ago. 

“Anderson came here to our home about 
thirty days ago and wanted to see his wife,“ 
said Mr. Mace. Mrs. Anderson said she 
didn’t want to see him and Mrs. Mace did 
not let him in.

place, says she supposed Shea and Alice 
Walsh were married. 

“They had lived in my house three 
months,“ she said today. Some three weeks 
ago they had a quarrel and the woman went 
away, returning three days ago, when there 
was a reconciliation. At the time she left 
Shea three weeks ago she got a policeme q ‘> 
go back to the house with her while he got 
her clothes, saying she was afraid Shea 
would kill her if she had no protection. 

Last night I heard screams in her room, 
I ran out into the hall just as the door opened 
and the woman ran out, shouting murder 
at the top of her voice. Shea ran after her, 
grabbed her by the hair, dragged her back 
into the room and slammedthe door. I could 
hear them fighting and shouting inside. I 
sent a boy for the police.“ 

Policeman Hewett had to break open the 
door of Shea's room. When he got in he 
found the ‘labor leader putting on his 
coat. Miss Walsh was lying bleeding and 
unconscious on the floor. 


+ Shea Wanted to Free Himself. 


En ambulance hurried Alice Walsh to St. 
Vincent's hospital, where the surgeons found 
she was terribly cut up. It looked as if Shea 
had cut and slashed at the women until he 
was tired. There was a deep gash in the 
throat and two more in the abdomen. These 
were the wounds that made the woman’s con- 
dition seem hopelesa, but the back, the breast. 
the arms, and the legs had been likewise 
slashed repeatedly. 

From the talk that Inspector McCafferty 
had with Shea it appeared that the man’s 
only reason for making the attack was that 
the woman insisted on living with him after 
he had grown tired of her. He was arraigned 
in Jefferson Market court and held without 
bail. 

Shea has been making trouble nearly all 
his life. In New York he has been a promi- 
nent figure at the meetings of teameters, 
being conspicuous for his advocacy of ex- 
treme measures and for the violence of his 
eratory. Three weeks ago he was arrested 
at West and Des Brosses streets for inter- 
fering with nonunion teameters, but was dis- 


charged in court.

Dr. Kohn’s Plan Aims Vaca- 
tion Work for Those Who 
Fall Behind in Study.

Principals’ Club Stirred to Wrath 
When Schneider Refuses to 
Restore Salary Dock.“ 


A projcet for the establishment of a com- 
bined summer camp and vacation school in 
the country near Chicago for the benefit of 
the school children and teachers in the Chi- 
cago public schools, to be maintained jointly 
by the board of education, the united char- 
ities of Chicago, and the city health depart 
ment, will be presented by Dr. Alfred D. 
Kohn, member of the board of education, to 
the school management committee at its 
regular meeting next Thursday. 

The purpose of the camp and-school is to 
give children who have fallen behind in their 
studies during the year, because of illness, 
a chance to catch up in their studies, dt the 
same time that they are being improved in 
health. 

It is also designed to afford teachers who 
have been in ill health a chance to recuper- 
ate and to receive medical treatment, and 
at the same time act in their teaching ca- 
pacity. 

The project resulted from a conference 
some time ago between Dr. Kohn and Sher- 
man C. Kingsley, general superintendent of 
the united charities. Then Dr. William A. 
Evans, commissioner of health, was called in 
and asked for his opinion. Dr. Evans ex- 
pressed approval of the idea and the details 
were left to Dr. Kohn. 


Plan Goes to Committee. 

“TI really cannot discuss the plan at pres- 
ent,” said Dr. Kohn yesterday. “It will 
be pfesented to the school management com- 
mittee next Thursday, but until the com- 
mittee has considered the matter it would 
be a discourtesy on my part to discuss it.” 

Dr. Evans said that he had expressed ap- 
proval of the project when it was referred 
to him a month ago by Dr. Kohn, but that 
he had not heard from the latter since and 
did not know the detaile. Sherman C. Kings- 
ley was reported to be away from Chicago 
and the part the United Charities will take 
in operating the camp school could not be 
learned.

RECORDS GOOD IN SCHOOLS. 


Medical College Heads List with Sixty- 
Ave Aliens Enrolled, 
RT SB SYS 


The statement published in Taz Tarsunsz 
last week to the effect that more foreign 
students were enrolled in American colleges 
than in the universities of any of the Euro- 
pean countries aroused much interest in the 
educational circles of Chicago. It led to a 
taking stock of Chicago’s colleges and pro- 
fessional schools, which shows that Chicago 
is one of the greatest not the greatest 
center in the country for students from 
abroad. 

Medical schools, technical schools. col- 
leges, theological seminaries, and other in- 
stitutions of learning reported an uner- 
vectedly large number of foreign students, 
the total being estimated at more than 200. 
In every case emphasis wae laid on the good 
quality of work done by the aliens. 

The College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
which is the medical department of the Uni 
versity of Illinois, heads the ‘list with an 
enroliment of sixty-sevei? foreign students. 
These young men—and women, too—come 
from every quarter of the globe. Among 
them the seven Filipinos, wards of the 
United States government, who are study- 
ing here in order that they may carry back 
to their own people the most modern ideas 
of medicine and hygiene. The expenses of 
these seven young men, who were selected by 
competitive examination, are paid by the 
government. ö

arge group of the foreigners a 
College of Physicians and Surgeons 4—＋.— 
of Russians and Poles. These students are 
mostly graduates of the “ gymnasia ”’ of 
their fatherland, and, though handicapped 
at first by lack of Knowledge of English, 
show good preparation and make rapid 
progress. Other foreign “ medics” come 
from Germany, Greece, India, University of 
Palmero in Sicily, Cairo in Egypt, Armenia, 
Japan, and China. Supt. W. E. Browne of the 
college said of them: ee 

The showing made by these young men is 
remarkable. Our Filipinos have proved ex- 
ceptionally good students, particularly in 
those branches reQuiring manual dexterity 
and skill. Many of our Russian students 
came to us soon after the persecutions in 
Russia. They usually are well grounded in 
such subjects as physics and chemistry and 
make rapid progress. The number of our for- 
eign students is constantly increasing. 

Aliens in Other Universities. 

The University of Chicago has forty-seven 
students. They hail from every country in 
Europe, from India, Japan, China, Persia, 
Syria, South Africa, and Mexico. The Jap- 
anese are present in largest numbers, total- 
ing 11, Chinese 8, Norwegians 6, Hindoos, 4 
The university at different times has had 
several Japanese on the faculty. Noted 
among these was Prof. Shinkichi Hatal, 
whose studies on the nervous system of ani- 
mals attracted wide attention a few years 
ago. 

Northwestern university réported 45 for- 
eign students enrolled. In the dental school 
there are Australians, Canadians, Greeks, 
Egyptians, Costa Ricans, Irishmen, New 
Zealanders, Austrians, and one student from 
Barbados. In the school of pharmacy are 
six Filipinos; in the law school a number 
of Austrians and Germans; in the medical 
department students from Syria, Germany, 
Porto Rico, Sweden; in the college of liberal] 
arts Japanese and Chinese and several men 
from European countries. At Northwestern 
there is a strong Cosmopolitan club with 
members from all over the world. 

Other schools and colleges reported for- 
eign students in smaller numbers. Armour 
institute has Japanese and Filipinos, McCor- 
mick Theological seminary has students from 
the orient, and various schools where pro- 
fessional and academic branches are taught 
have a sprinkling.

Railroads as Factors in Modern Life. 
The English have begun to realize more 
than the American ple themselves the 
geat importance of the railroads as factors 
N modern life. Until recently little attention 
was given to them by the public. The press 
neglected to discuss their affairs intelligent- 
ly. What legislation was enacted by parlia- 
‘pent was prepared in committee rooms, to 
which the newspaper representatives were 
‘pot invited. The stock exchange reported 
me such dealings in railroad securities as 
take place in Wall street. 
The disposition of the English investor has

higher wages, shorter hours, etc. 


Suppression of Competition. 

The great central fact which is concerning 
the English people is that there has been 
an almost complete suppression of competi!- 
tion between the lines. The roads were built 
up on the theory that they should compete, 
and the government and the people trusted 
them to observe this principle. 

Three government branches have control 
of their operations—parliament, a railway 
commission, and the board of trade. Parla- 
ment, of course, resembles congress in its 
attitude toward the interests of the country 
generally, and particularly railroads. Ample 
legislation has been enacted, but it does not 
apply to present conditions. A code of law 
regulates the constitution of a railroad com- 
pany and the method of construction it shall 
observe. This is supplemented by special 
private acts which are passed in the case 
of each company, and relate to Capitalization, 
route, etc. But little attention is paid to the 
Operation of the line or its relation to the 
public. 

In the interest of public safety an inspection 
must be made by the board of trade before 
the line is opened to traffic, but when the 
trains are running the government raises its 
band and has practically nothing to say 
about this or questions of accommodation or 
fonvenience. The railway and canal act 
of 1888 declares that Whenever any person 
receiving or sending or desiring to send goods 
by any railway is of the opinion that the rajl- 
Way company is charging him an unreason- 
able rate of charge or is in any other respect 
treating him in an oppressive or unreason- 
able manner, such person may complain to 
the board of trade. The board of trade, if 
it thinks there is reasonable ground for the 
complaint, may thereupon call upon the rail- 
way company for an explanation and endeav- 
or ito settle amicably the differences be- 
tween the complainant and the railway com- 
Dany.” 


Commission Sits Infrequently. 

If the board fails in this negotiation, it sub- 
mits the matter to parliament, where it usu- 
ally rests unnoticed. The commission sits 
only about one month in the year, and has 
comparatively few cases, primarily because 
of the uselessness of the proceeding and also 
because of the great expense the complain- 
dat must bear.

PARIS IS KEPT INTERESTED 
IN THREE CRIMINAL CASES. 


Selling of Military and Civil Favors, 
Done Openly by Ring, Amazes the 
French Capital.

PARIS, May 22.—Three criminal cases of 
unusual character are much talked of here. 
One sensation of the week is furnished by the 
revelations following the arrest of Capt. 
Marix and two confederates charged with 
trafficking in appointments, pardons, decora- 
tions, and other military and civil favors. 

Marix was the shameless head of a syndi- 
cate which conducted a business of selling 
official influence openly, as if dealing in gro- 
ceries and dry goods. If he did not hang a 
sign over his door, it was only because it 
wasn't necessary. The minimum fee was 
supposed to be $100, but consistent grafters 
seldom let anything get past them. 

The fact that Marix was permitted to ply 
hfs trade so long justifies the belief that his 
connections were so influential that he is un- 
likely to be punished. 

The Steinheil case again is in public notice 
through the declaration of an artist's model, 
arrested on another charge, that he with 
two companions were guilty of the murder 
of Steinheil and Mme. Japy. The number of 
candidates for the honor of having commit- 
ted the crime is already beyond belief*and 
the officials are disposed to look with skeptic- 
ism on the “ confession,” though there are 
some circumstances which puzzle the detec- 
tives. 

Henri Lemoine,, popularly called the al- 
chemist, is in court. He pretended to give 
the formula by which heclaims the manufac- 
ture of diamonds, the explanation of which 
was the description of an electrical oven, in 
which carbon, mercury, and iron filings were 
subjected to enormous heat. His formula in- 
terests Parisians less than the psychology of 
the inventor, who adds to the qualities of a 
brazen faced confidence man and the daring 
imagination of a crazy poet a superb bearing 
before his accusers. 


MUST REPAIR BIG CATHEDRAL. 


Great Mass of Masonry at Cologne Is 
Gradually Crumbling Through 
Wear of Ages.

BERLIN, May 22.—Americans familiar 
with the great cathedral of Cologne wiil 
be interested in learning that the bulld- 
ing is tumbling to pieces at such a rate as 
to give cause of universal] concern. 

It was announced at the annual meeting 
of the Cathedral Renovation society that an 
organization had been formed to collect 
funds for a periodical repair of the building, 
and that while there is no danger of an im- 
mediate collapse the repairs which have 
become necessary are 80 extensive in char- 
acter that many millions will be necessary 
to carry them out. It will be whole decades, 
so the commission experts reported, before 
the cathedral can be put in perfect condition. 

Cologne’s growth as a metropolis, with the 
noise and bustle which accompanies city life, 
is mainly responsible for the unsettling of 
the cathedral’s foundation. Stone after 
stone, said the chairman of the committee, 
has peeled away, and unless the destruction 
is checked incalculable consequences ar un- 


avoidable.

European Officials Wonder 
What the Future Has in 
Store for Them. 


TO BESIEGE WASHINGTON. 


Fear of Upheaval in Service by 
the Taft Administration 
Is the Cause. 


[BY CABLE TO THE cHIcaco TRIBUNE. } 

BERLIN. May 22.—Something resembling 
a mild form of panic has broken out through- 
out the American consular corps in Europe 
with reference to what the future has th 
store. Dozene of consul generals, consuls, 
and consular agents either already have 
hied themselves across the ocean to see how 
the wind is blowing in Washington or are 


preparing to do so at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


Three or four of them, including some of the 
Prominent officials stationed in Germany; 
have returned after satisfactorily patching 
up their own fences, with the result that those 
who hadn’t thought of doing so or hadn't 
regarded it as necessary will follow suit as 
soon as the required leave of absence can be 
obtained. 


The impression has taken root that spoils- 
men are preparing to besiege the Taft ad- 
ministration with unprecedented fury, and 
that competent officials at various European 
posts are in danger of losing their heads to 


make room for party workers demanding 
rewards. 


Unwonted Period of Continuity. 


Under the McKinley and Roosevelt ad- 
ministrations the consular service in Eu- 
rope had been permitted to enjoy an un- 
wonted period of continuity, lasting nearly 
twelve years, and the result has been the 
establishment of a standard of efficiency 
never before approached. Good men nave 
been allowed time to work themselves thor- 
oughly into their positions and familiarize 
themselves with their surroundings. The 
European business world has been gradu- 
ally accustoming itself to dealing with the 
same class of trained professional offi- 
clals who represent other great commercial 
nations abroad. 

The system of promoting able American 
consuls also has been systematically prac- 
ticed and younger men in the service espe- 
cially have been encouraged to devote them- 
selves earnestly to the work in the certainty 
that merit eventually would be recognized 
by transfer to better posts. Not only to safe- 
guard their own personal interests but also 
to bring these facts home to the administra- 
tion, is the object of the exodus to Wash- 
ington in which the consular officials now are 
indulging. 


Anxiety Among Americans. 

LONDON, May 22.—From an authoritative 
source in London partial confirmation has 
been obtained of the report from the continent 
that considerable anxiety exists among 
American consular officers in Eurepe re- 
specting the prospective tenure under the new 
administration in Washington. The belief 
which prevails here, however, is not so much 
to the effect that pressure for removals and 
new appointments is on the part of friends 
of the aspirants outside the service as on the 
part of those within, who are urgently seek- 
ing promotion. 

Men holding lesser posts have gone to 
Washington with applications for higher 
ones, or, in many cases in their absence, con- 
gressmen and senators from their states 
have presented such applications. The con- 
sequence is a state of utmost unrest and sus- 
pense in almost every part of the service. 
It is said one or two consuls who are paid 
salaries next to the highest on the list, are 
avowed candidates for the London post, to 
which, with Paris, the highest salary is at- 
tached. 

The ostensible ground on which politicians 
» in America seek to induce Taft to proceed to 
a general overhauling of the consular roster 
is the necessity of weeding out the superan- 
nuated and incompetent officers. This would 
be the reason alleged for removing several 
men occupying the most desirable places, at 
once affording room for the promotion of 
others commanding great influence and for 
the new appointments to please certain Re- 
publican leaders, notably in Ohio and New 
York. 


President Under Pressure. 


Letters have been received in London from 
high sources in Washington, showing the 
president is being subjected to enormous 
pressure to induce him to take this action, 
but there is apparently no way open for it 
unless it be by rescinding the order of Roose- 
velt, establishing merit requirements for 
higher as well as the lower consular posts. 

Two years ago a general insp®ction of the 
service was made and every consul under- 
went a special] examination. It is pointed 
out if deficiencies were then found justify- 
‘ing dismissals, that was the time for such 
drastic measures to be taken. It may be pre- 
dicted that so long as the Roosevelt order 
remains in force, attempts at summary re- 
moval without flagrant cause will be met 
with resistance thrdugh judicial means on 
the part of at least some of the incumbents 
who have long been in the service.

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HEINE STATUE GIVEN PLACE 
AFTER KAISER’S OPPOSITION. 


Hamburg Merchant Provides Honored 
Niche for Poet Who Bitterly Attacked 
House of Hohenzollern. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, May 22.—Lively interest attaches 
to the announcement that the marble statue 
of the famous lyric poet, Heinrich Heine, 
which the kaiser banned from his Achilleon 
estate on the island of Corfu, has been pur- 
chased by a Hamburg merchant and will find 
a dignified resting place in that city. The 
statue was erected by the late Empress Eliza- 
beth of Austria, who was an admirer of 
Heine's works. As soon as the kaiser bought 
the empress’ beautiful estate the fate of the 
statue was sealed, for Heine’s violent attacks 
on the house of Hohenzolern and his general 
anti-Germany tendency made it altogether 
inconsistent he should continue to be a guest 
at Achilleon, even in the form of cold mar- 
ble. 

Last year the kaiser had the statue re- 
moved from the prominent place where it 
had been set up by Empress Elizabeth. The 
transfer was tacitly understood to be a fore- 
runner of eventual demolition, but the kali- 
ser’s business manager, Count Eulenburg. 
lord chamberlain of the imperial court, has 
just struck a good bargain by selling the 
statue for $3,500 to Julius Kampe. a Hamburg 
publisher, whose father was the publisher 
of Heine’s books. Kampe is willing to pre- 
sent the statue to the city of Hamburg, pro- 
vided an appropriate place is chosen for it. 
Attempts to erect a statue of Heine in Berlin 
always failed on account of the opposition 
which such a project is certain to encounter 
at the hands of the kaiser. No public me- 
morial can be erected in the capital without 
his sanction. 


AMERICANS: FLOCK TO BERLIN. 


German Capital Crowded with Visitors 
Touring Europe in Auto- 
mobiles.

BERLIN, May 22.—Those who have been 
predicting a record breaking American in- 
vasion of Europe this year are having their 
prophecies splendily vindicated, as far as 
Germany is concerned. The kaiser’s beau- 
tiful capital, already radiant in its early sum- 
mer garb of brilliant foliage, never sheltered 
so heavy a representation of Unele Sam's 
globe trotting contingent at the beginning of 
the season. 

From Dresden, Munich, Nuremburg, the 
Rhine valley, and other points of interest 
come similar tidings, and the popular water- 
ing places like Wiesbaden, Kissingen, Nau- 
heim, Wildungen, Gastein, and Hom 
also are taking on an atmoephere distinctly 
Americanese.

There is, for all these reasons, a spirit of 
pugnacity and hopefulness in the Liberal 
ranks such as there has not been for several 
years, and even losses at by-elections do not 
damp their confidence. Energy has succeed- 
ed to despair; union to discord. It is mest 
untortunate that the ranks are divided by the 
‘whisky tax and the small taxes on beer and 
tobacco, but the fight has now to goon. The 
Tories announce publicly that they will fight 
the budget bill line by line, which translated 
into concrete language means filibustering,

England. 

But the government will stand no non- 
sense; they will propose a drastic closure res- 
olution if they are driven to it; and closure 
always excites in the house of commons 
“flerce outbursts of party violence.

MONROE DOCTRINE IS HIT. 


Canada Prevents Britain from 
Contesting It, but the Kaiser 
Would Not Be Handicapped. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 22.—A rather embarrassing 
discussion was begun in the English presse 
this week over the attitude America might 
take in the threatened. struggle between 
Great Britain and Germany. The New York 
correspondent of the London Times has 
at pains te explain on the authority of the 
Springfield Republican that the United 
States of America could only remain sternly 
néutral in such a crisis and that America 
could regard only with suspicion the assump- 
tion of a certain section of the English press 
that she could be reckoned even as morally 
an ally of Great Britain. 

These representations have moved the 
Spectator to devote its leading article today 
to this subject. It uses language which it 
declares may seem of blunt and brutal frank- 
ness. The ordinary American journalist, it 
asseverates, sometimes shows astonishing ig- 
norance of foreign affairs. Like all ignorant 
people, these journalists are suspicious, es- 
pecially of friendly expressions of opinion 
which they do not understand. They are in 
the condition of Farmer Hayseed. When he 
comes to town he assumes everybody who 
is decently civil to him is trying to swindle 
him and a courteous word throws him into 
a perfect ferment of anxiety. : 

We venture to say the statesmen of Amer- 
ica realize at this moment and later on the 
bulk of American people will realize, and last 
of all not impossibly even the Springfield Re- 
publican, that it would be little short of 
national disaster if the command of the sea 
were lost by Great Britain and passed into 
the hands of Germany. 


England Fears Canada’s Loss. 

America, in spite of her tremendous 
coast line and her possession of the great 
archipelago of the Philippines, and still more 
in spite of those great interests in Spanish 
South America and Brazil which are defined 
in the Monroe doctrine, always has been able 
to acquiesce with an easy mind in the Brit- 
ish command of the sea. 

“The reasons are plain. In the first place 
America always_has realized that we could 
not use our command of the sea in any way 
Which would greatly damage her, for the 
good reason that Canada is a part of the Brit- 
ish empire. In Canada the Americans feel 
they possess a hostage which secures them 
from any exercise of power that comes from 
the command of the sea which they would 
find intolerable. 

Further, American statesmen know we 

are in reality silent partners with them in the 
Monroe doctrine, though occasionally that 
doctrine has been waved in our face by pro- 
fessional twisters of the lion’s tail. It was 
a British statesman Canning who originally 
suggested the formulation the Monroe 
doctrine and since then we repeatedly, in 
fact if not in word, have acknowledged the 
binding character of that doctrine. 
“The state department in Washington 
knows, in fact, that if it should ever deem it 
wise to approach the governments of Europe 
with the view of getting a general accept- 
ance of that policy put on record, no opposi- 
tion would come from this country. There- 
fore, those who control the American foreign 
icy will have no anxieties as long as the 
cammand of the sea remains in British 
hands. 


America Likes British Rule. 

No doubt there is a certain party in the 
United States which desires its own country 
should in the future possess the command of 
the sea. If, however, it cannot induce the 
people of America to make the necessary 
sacrifice and create the immense fleet re- 
quired for that purpose it would much rather 
that control should remain in our hands. 
We venture to go further and say that 
though the American people are from many 
points of view. friendly to Germany, the 
statesmen of Washington would rather see 
the command of the sea in almost any other 
hands than those of Germany, and for this 
reason they know that German ambitions 
and aspirations in the matter of a world 
power must, if Germany held command of 
the sea, tend to bring her into conflict with 
the Monroe doctrine. 

Germany's intentions are no doubt friend- 
ly, but if she held command of the sea it is 
impossible to doubt she would expect Amer- 
ica to be ‘ reasonable.’ as she would call it, 
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Sees Trouble for Us If Ger-

American Club Over England. 

“To put the matter with perfect candor, 
they have a hold upon us which they have not 
upon Germany. Germany, if she once ob- 
tained command of the sea, would be quite 
out of reach of any American pressure. Ger- 
man supremacy over Great Britain at sea of 
a permanent kind would at once make it 
necessary for America to secure herself and 
the policy to which she is devoted by out- 
building and outorganizing Germany in the 
matter of sea power, but that might prove a 
task of the greatest difficulty, for it is hard- 
ly likety that Germany, having won com- 
mand of the sea, would quietly allow the 
United States to wrest it from her. 

“It is not for us to suggest what will be 
the ultimate or practical effect of these con- 
— but we do say witheut fear of 
contradiction that they exist and that they 
must affect the attitude taken up by the 
United States towards any, struggle for sea 
power between us and Germany.”

ULES IN THE CASABLANCA ROW 


Hague Court, While Not Blaming Either 
France or Germany, Censures 
Agents of Both. 


THE HAGUE, May 22.—The decision of the 
court of arbitration on the Casablanca dis- 
pute between France and Germany over the 
forcible seizure by French officials of desert- 
ers from the French foreign legion while un- 
der the protection of the German consulate 
was delivered today. 

While not placing the blame definitely upon 
either France or Germany, the court cen- 
sures the representatives of each nation in 
several particulars. 

It declares that the consulate had no right 
to protect deserters even if they were ot Ger- 
man nationality, and that the French mim 
tary authorities were wrong in not respecting 
the de facto protection exercised by the Ger- 
man consulate.

Cologne Male Choral Society Wins First 
Prize—Member of One Organi- 
gation Drops Dead. 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, May 22.— 
The festival of song in which all the male 
choral societies in Germany have competed 
was concluded today. The Cologne male 
choral society won the prize of honor, the 
emperor's chain, from the Berlin School 
Teachers’ society, holders of the prize, who 
were awarded the first ordinary prize. The 
Bonn Liedertafel took second prize.

Canada to Aid in Opium War. 

The state department formally has. asked 
the powers of the world to hold an interna- 
tional conference in London or The Hague 
next fall for the purpose of giving effect to 
the resolutions of the anti-opium conférence 
at Shanghai, China. This action makes in- 
teresting the facts which are being gathered 
in connection with the use of opium in vari- 
ous foreign countries. W. L. Mackenzie 
King, deputy minister of labor for Canada, 
made a report to the dominion government 
which shows that the country to the north 
of the United States feels constrained by 
the spread of opium eating and smoking to 
do everything in its power to aid in the in- 
ternational movement for the suppression 
of the vice. 

“To be indifferent to the growth of such 
an evil in Canada,” Mr. King observes, 
would be inconsistent with those principles 
of morality which ought to govern the con- 
duct of a Christian nation.” 

Mr. King found that in the coast cities of 
Vancouver, Victoria, and New Westminster 
there are at least seven factories carrying 
on an extensive business in opium manu- 
facture. It ts estimated that the annual 
gross receipts of these combined concerns 
amounted, for 1907, to between $600,000 and 
$650,000. The crude opium is imported from 
India in cocoanut shells. It is manufac- 
tured by a process of boiling into what is 
termed “ powdered " opium and subsequent- 
ly into opium prepared for smoking.”’ 

The returns show that large amounts of 
crude oplum have been imported annual- 
ly, and that the value of the crude 
oplum imported in the nine months of 
the fiscal year 1006-07 was greater than the 


months of the preceding year, the figures 
for these periods being $262,818 and $261,943 
respectively. 


Factories Owned by Chinese. 

The factories are owned and the entire 
work of manufacture is carried on by Chi- 
nese, between 70 and 100 persons being em- 
ployed. One or two of the factories have 
been In existence for over twenty years, but 
the majority have been recently established. 
It is asserted by the owners of these estab- 
lishments that all the oplum manufactured is 
consumed in Canada hy Chinese and white 
people, but there are strong reasons for be- 
lieving that much of what is produced at the 
present time is smuggled into China and the 
coast cities of the United States. However, 
the amount consumed in Canada, if known, 
would probably appal the ordinary citizen 
who is inclined to believe that the habit is 
confined to the Chinese, and by them indulged 
in only to a limited extent. 

The Chinese with whom Mr. King con- 
versed on the subject assured him that al- 
most as much opium was sold to white people 
as to Chinese, and that the habit of opium 
smoking was making headway not only 
among white men and boys but also among 
women and giris. He saw evidences of the 
truth of these statements in his round of 
visits through some of the opium dens of 
Vancouver. 

Mr. King referred to the way in whieh the 
law is violated with reference to the sale of 
opium and te preparations, and says he does 
not wonder that the evil is gaining a foothold. 
The only effective remedy, in his judgment, is 
to prohibit the importation, manufacture, 
and sale alike, and this absolutely save in so 
far as an exception may be necessary for 
medicinal purposes only. 

In enacting legislation to this end, Mr. 
King said the parliament of Canada not only 
would effect one of the most necessary of 
moral reforms, so far as the dominion was 
concerned, but would assist in the world 
movement which has for its object the free- 
ing of a people from a bondage worse than 
slavery. His advice has been heeded.

English Army Inefficient. 


When Lord Roberts, who won renown as 
a soldier in India and South Africa, told the 
British people a few days ago fhat their 
army was a sham and that they really had 
no army, he was seeking to frighten his 
countrymen into making preparation on land 
as well as sea against the ever present buga- 
boo, Germany. There is not the slightest 
question in any one’s mind that if the British 
navy were destroyed a German invasion of 
England instantly would occur and the occu- 
pation of London would be a question of but 
a short time. The Hnglish army is not re- 
cruited even to the minimum which a com- 
mission, organized some years ago, found 
essential for the defense of the country. It 
is weak in officers, lacks training and modern 
equipment, and, in a word, is in a deplorably 
inefficient condition. 

Mark the difference in Germany. The pop- 
ulation of the Teutonic empire numbers 62. 
000,000. Every marriage produces an aver- 
age of 4.2 children. The average number 
of men annually added to the colors 18 278. 
000. The peace strength of the army, accord- 
ing to the budget of 1908, Is 25,108 officers, 
501,735 men. The colonial army comprises 
265 officers and 23,808 men. On a war foot- 
ing Germany could turn 4,330,000 men into 
the fleld. 

Service in the infantry must be for two 
years, with one year for a certain category 
of volunteers, who are selected for appoint- 
ment in the reserve of officers and landsturm 
officers, and in the cavalry it is three years. 
The equipment is first class in every respect, 
and there is an excellent system for obtain- 
ing info tion and transmitting orders. 
Great attention is paid to trainéng, and the 
emperor himself directs and surveys mili- 
tary instruction. The emperor also enjoys 
supreme command both in peace and war, 
an authority which is highly advantageous 
in the organization of a compact force. 


Great Love for Fatherland. 


It is true there is a great deal of feeling 
against the compulsory military service that 
exists, but the fact must not be lost sight 
of that the Germans have a love for their 
Fatherland which knows no limits and 
makes them shoulder burdens which other 
peoples would not dream of undertaking. 
Not for forty years has Germany been 
engaged in a national war, but its troops 
have been fighting in the colonies and they 
have displayed the same soldierly qualities, 
the same bravery, the same endurance that 
have distinguished their ancestors. 

Surveying the military situation, it is evi- 
dent that England will find no satisfaction 
in the investigation the house of lords pro- 
poses to make into the British arm. Re- 
organization of that force unquestionably 
will be advocated. This will mean increased 
expense. The government almost on the 
border of a financial panic in its efforts to 
restore what it considers a proper naval 
equilibrium, that is, the possession of a fleet 
superior to that of any two other possible 
antagonists, excluding the United States. It 
is evident this gross waste of money must 
some day come to an end, either by an agree- 
ment between the nations, which is impos- 
sible, or by a terrible war.

of Societ at the Bush Temple theater. The club also urges the formation of small 

reading circles among its members, and several of these have flourished during the 

year just ended. These represent the “ working part” of the club. The members 
also had a “ book day last season, and those who wished to do so presented books 
on the drama to the Bvanston public library. 

The most promising feature of the club’s activity is, however, the contemplated 
affiliating of the club with other organizations throughout the country. The Evanston 
women have found their work so interesting to all persons connected with it and so 
productive of tangible success, both cultura] and financial, that they now feel kt may 
be possible to induce woman clubs in all the principal cities to form similar organi- 
zations for the study of the drama, and by affiliating these various bodies to create 
a force which will have an actual and possibly a shaping power in the theatrical 
activities of the country. 

The plan of the Evanston club seems to contain greater possibilities for good 
than have the majority of the undertakings put forward before. The reading and 
discussing of plays of different schools and ages can but result among the members 
in wider culture and better understanding of what constitutes good drama. While 
the number of these members may be small compared with the great theatergoing 
public, yet every additional. individual whose taste becomes cultivated to appreciation 
of the worth and meaning of the better drama means another person enlisted in the 
ranks of supporters of something finer and higher and one less in the mass of patrons 
of the merely amusing. 

Some two years ago a letter was published and commended in these columns in 
which it was suggested how the women’s clubs of the country might come to play an 
important part in the bringing about of better offerings at the playhouses. The letter 
was written by J. E. Williams, the manager of the Plumb opera house at Streator, 
III., and a man who takes an active interest in all happenings musical and dramatic 
here in Chicago. Mr. Williams pointed out that if the women of the various clubs 
would form an auxiliary organization which would lend assurance of the support of 
its members to plays of better grade the mamagers of the country would in many 
instances stand ready to offer attractions of superior character—attractions which 
they now are afraid to touch for fear the general public will not patronize. 

The suggestion seemed a most excellent and practical one and was highly com- 
mended in these columns. Certain Chicago clubwomen considered the matter for a 
time, but no action was taken. The Evanston organization, which must have been 
accomplished about the time Mr. Williams made his suggestion, has to all intents and 
purposes begun the following out of the lines of that suggestion. The going of 150 
members of the Drama club to hear an Ibsen play at the Bush Temple was the first 
step in this direction. The idea back of that visit to the north side playhouse was 
to encourage and support Mr. Thanhouser, who at that time was manager of the 
stock company there, in the presenting of a class of plays above that usually offered 
his patrons. ; 

The visit proved satisfactory in all ways to every one concerned, and it is un- 
derstood to be the plan next season to organize a series of similar playgoing expedi- 
tions by members of the club.

Managers Look to Money First. 

Managers are not as fixed in their ideas concerning what they will present and 
what they will not present as many people believe. The manager is a business man 
first and foremost, and he will present that which he believes will make money for 
him. He would as soon play Ibsen as musical comedy if the public would pay as well 
to hear it. But be is not so keen for the artistic and the intellectual that he stands 
teady to lose thousands of dollars by offering problem plays when he by putting for- 
ward glittering trash can make thousands. It is perhaps reprehensible of him not to 
Prefer the higher and the better, but probably every one of us, were we in his place, 
Would do exactly as he does. It makes a large difference whether the money that is 
being expended and lost is your own money or the other fellow's. 

But if the manager could have a reasonable assurance—not a guaranty, for that 
Would be impossible—that if he put forward à high class production a certain num- 
ber of thousands of women and their attachable masculines would stand ready in 
Gifferent cities and towns of the country to give their support to that production on 
at least one night of the engagement, the manager would be ready to take the risk

The manager listens to the talk of money, and no other language is as eloquent 
er as persuasive where he is concerned. An organization that can speak in this idiom 
to him is reasonably sure of gaining a hearing.

Ac- 
cording to the dispatches the house has 
passed a bill to repeal, revoke, and annul 
the charter of the company. That would 
-be reckless legislation. hy 

The company has done considerable un- 


and has constructed an extensive system 
of docks and slips.. It has vested rights 
which the courts will not permit the legis- 
lature to deprive it of. It is not alleged 
that it has 80 misused its corporate pow- 
ers as to lay itself open to attack in the 
courts. The charter can be amended by 
revoking the unused grant of authority to 
Build piers over the submerged lands be- 
longing to the state, but to thé extent 
that it has utilized the authority e 
is irrevocable. Thus, whatever Work the 
Illinois Central had done under @e lake 
front act it retained, but the repealing act 
took from it the power to do anything 
more.

LOWER EXPORT PRICES. 

‘The duty on files is cut down one-half 
in both the Payne and Aldrich bills. 4 
still greater reduction would have been 
justifiable. The man who is at the head 
ot a concern which makes about 70 per 
cent of the files manufactured in the 
United States was a witness before the 
ways and means committee. He testi- 
fied that about 20 per cent of the file 
product of the United States is exported. 
According to him the manufacturers have 
been making a profit on all they sent 
abroad, although the selling expenses were 
40 per cent more than in the domestic 
trade, while the foreign purchasers paid 
from 18 to 25 per cent less than domes- 
tic consumers were obliged to pay. The 
former, for instance, were asked 40 cents 
a dozen for one kind of file while the 
latter were asked 67 cents. 

If the file manufacturers are able to 
dispose of their product at a profit abroad 
they need no protection at home. Their 
American customers, whom they have 
deen victimizing for years, do not think 
they deserve any. Nevertheless the con- 
sumers will be thankful for what con- 
gress contemplates: doing in the case of 
the file manufacturers, and would be even 
more thankful if the same treatment 
rere to be extended to other American 
manufacturers who sell abroad at lower. 
prices than at home. There is a formid- 
able list of them. 1 

The export price of a dozen saws of a 
particular size is $13.74 and the home 
price $17.48. There is no money lost on 
the exported goods, but it is proposed to 
reduce the duty on saws by only 5 per 
cent. Screws for which the domestic con- 
sumer has to pay 17 cents a gross are 
sold to foreigners for 10 cents. The pres- 


ent duty is 8% cents a pound. The com- 


mittee on ways and means would make 
it 6 cents and the finance committee 8 
cents. Two cents would be an abun- 
dance. Watches for which the manu- 
facturer demands $10.23 at home are 
sold abroad by him for $7.98. Yet it is 
proposed to merease the duty on watches. 

Where_a protected manufacturer has 
an export price which is lower than the 
home price and cannot give a satisfactory 
reason for the discrimination agaiust 
American consumers, whose interests are 
most deserving of consideration, there is 
a manifest misuse of protection. When- 
ever an instance of that misuse is brought 
to the notice of congress it should apply 
a corrective in the shape of a much lower 
duty and less protection. 


THE CITY MOTHER.

RAILROADS AND COAL MINES: ~ 
The commodities clause of the Hepburn 
act was inspired primarily! by the desire 
of congress to break up the anthracite 
coal trust, and, secondly, by thé wish to 
put a stop to the discriminations against 
independent mine operators in the bitu- 
minous districts by railroads which were 
interested in mines in one way or another. 
The interstate commerce commission had 
brought to light several instances of 
grossly unfair treatment of independent 
operators by the roads on which they had 
to depend for.cars,to move their product. 
‘It appears from a recent report of the 
interstate commerce commission that vari- 
ous railroads had so little fear of the 
commodities clause that they did not wait 
to see what the Supreme court would say 
concerning it, but went on with their 
plans for the monopolization of the coal 
industry. The coal companies of Ohio 
and West Virginia are being merged and 
control secured by a railroad syndicate. 
Companies which have refused to be 
merged have been driven out of business 
or are being pushed to the wall through 
the refusal of the roads to provide cars 
and track connections, The conditions in 
Illinois are by no means so bad as in 
Ohio, but they will be soon unless 
effective legislation shall be enacted. 

The interstate commerce commission in- 
tends to seek legislation requiring com- 
mon carriers engaged in the interstate 
transportation of coal to make public 
their system of car transportation and 
requiring a fair, just rating for all mines 
in the distribution of equipment. These 
provisions, if well enforced, might con- 
serve the rights of independent operators, 
but if the roads are allowed to go on 
with their coal mines absorption policy 
there will be few independent operators 
left. That policy must be vetoed, 

It will have to be done through the 
enactment of the legislation congress 
thought it had provided when it adopted 
the commodities clause—legislation to 
prevent the railroads from becoming the 
masters either directly or indirectly of the 
coal mining business. ‘The Supreme court 
has practically said that it would be con- 
stitutional. The need of legislation is 
more apparent now than it was when 
congress passed the Hepburn law. Pres- 
dent Taft probably will call the atten- 
tion of congress to the matter next De- 
cember, but whether he does or does not 
it should act promptly.

Srandnephew of the Austrian ruler and sec- 
ond heir to his throne, there is not the elight- 
est likelihood of any such union taking place, 
much as it would contribute to cement the 
ties between Austria and Gerniany. Re- 
ligious differences stand in the way; and 
while Emperor William is broad in such mat- 
ters. as may be expected from a son of the 
late Empress Frederick, his wife is a devout 
Lutheran:and would not consider for one 
moment the prospect of her only daughter 
becoming a Roman Catholic.even in order to 
wed the future emperor of Austria. 

One of the strictest provisions of the family 
statutes of the house of Hapsburg requires 
that its members should wed within the 
church of Rome. In all the- history of the 
dynasty there have only been two exceptions 
to this rule—namely: wnen Archduke Joseph, 
palatine of Hungary: married in 1788 the 
Grang Duchess Alexandra Paulovne of Rus- 
sia, sister of Czar Alexander I. and of Nicho- 
las I.; while the other is that of Archduke 
Charles, the famous general, who in 1815 
married the Lutheran Princess Henrietta of 
Nassau, to whom belongs the credit ef hav- 
ing introduced the custom of Christmas trees 
into the land of her adoption. If my memory 
serves me aright she eventually joined the 
Roman Catholic rite in order to belong tothe 
same faith as her children. In short, the 
German empress would not hear for one mo- 
ment of her girl becoming a Catholic, no 
matter how weighty the dynastic and politi- 


a Protestant empress of Austria is an impos- 
sibility. 
— 

There are, however, Catholic as well as 
Lutheran Hohensollerns, and it is among the 
former rather than among the latter that the 
future consort of the heir presumptive to 
the Austrian crown must be sought. Princess 
Victoria Augusta of Hobensollern is the 
daughter of Prince William, chief of the 
Roman Catholic, senior, and non-reigning 
line of the house of Hohensollern, a junior 
branch of whieh occupies the throne of 
Prussia, Prince William was for a time 
crown prince of Roumania, having been 
elected to that position by the Roumanian 
legislature, with the consent of his uncle, 
King Charles. But he did not like the life at 
Bucharest, and at the end of a couple of 
years waived his rights to the Roumanian 
throne in favor of his younger brother, Fer- 
dinand. who is now crown prince at Bucha- 
rest. His wife is a Bourbon, daughter of 
Princess Louis of Bourbon, Countess Trani, 
who is a sister of the late empress of Austria 
and of the ex-queen of Naples. 

This marriage is likely to take place, and 
it will be the first matrimonial alHance of 
the Hapsburgs with the Hohenzollerns since 
they became possessed of thrones. This 
young Princess Victoria Augusta of Hohen- 
zollern-Sigmaringen has in her veins the 
blood not only of the Bourbons but likewise 
that of the De Beauharnais. For her great- 
grandmother, old Princess Josephine of 
Hohengzollern, was a daughter of Grand 
Duchess Stephanie of Baden, who, born a 
Beauharnais, was the niece and adopted 
daughter of Napoleon I. and of Empress 
Josephine. 

— 

Empress Josephine's relatives and descend- 
ants seem to have been much more fortunate 
in attaining high rank than the descendants 
of the Austrian Archduchess Marie Louise, 
who supplanted her as empress of the French 
and for whose sake she was set aside. Em- 
press Marie Louise's grandchildren are today | 
mere nobles, and include the Austrian counts 
of Bombelles and the Prince Montenuovo, 
grand master of the housebold of the court of 
Vienna. But among Josephine’s descend- 
ants we find the present king of Sweden, his 
two predecessors on the throne of Stockholm, 
and the consort of King Oscar I., also the 
present queen of Denmark and the king of 
Norway, the heirs apparent of Baden and of 
Anhalt, Duchess Engénie of Oldenburg, and 
at least @ score of other royal and imperial 


| personages. 


A’ fact not generally known, and which 
the Alnanach de Gotha refrains from men- 
tioning, is that the descendants of Empress 
Josephine’s son, Eugene de Beaubarnais, 
are, down to the present generation at any 
rate. in the line of succession to the throne 
of Bavaria. Prince Eugene, it may be re- 
membered. married Augusta, eldest daughter 
of the first king of Bavaria, and was so great 
a favorite of his father-in-law that in 1817 
he received from the latter the hereditary 
title of duke of Leuchtenberg and of prince of 
Fichetaett, with the predicate of royal 
highness."" It was likewise decreed by the 
king of Bavaria, with the sanction of all the 
agnates of his house, that Prince Eugene and 
his children should rank immediately after 
the reigning family and that in the event 
of the extinction of the reigning house of 
Wittelebach in the male line the descendants 
of Prince Eugene and of his consort, Princess 
Augusta. should be regarded as the next heirs 
to the crown of Bavaria. As the Wittelsbachs 
are extremely numerous there ls little likell- 
hood, indeed. of the descendants of Eugene 
de Beauharnals being ever called upon to 
ascend the throne, now occupied, in name 
only, by the demented King Otto. Prince 


daughter of Nicholas I. of Russia, and on 
the occasion of his marriage at St. Peters- 
burg was promoted to an “ imperial high- 
ness and furnished with the title of Prince 
Rémanowski. The present chief of the fam- 
fly is the latter's son, Prince George Ro- 
manowski, fifth duke of Leuchtenberg and 
prince of Bichstaett, who is a general of the 
Russian army and whose divorced wife, a 
daughter of the reigning prince of Monte- 
negro, married two years ago Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholalovitch.

It may be of interest to add here that 
Dugene de Beauharnais’ Bavarian wife had 
a number of sisters. through whom he be- 
came related to most of the relgning houses 
of Europe. Thus, his sister-in-law, Char- 
lette. after divorcing Crown Prince William 
of Würtemberg became the consort of Em- 
peror Francis I. of Austria, furnishing thus 
the only instance of a matrimonial alliance 


Another sister-in-law, Elizabeth; became the 
wife of King Frederick William IV. of Prus- 
ela, while Amélie was led to the altar by 
King John of Saxony. Still another sister— 
namely: Louise, married Duke Maximilian 
of Bavaria, and thus became the mother of 
the hate empress of Austria and of the ex- 
queen of Naples. 
— 

Ralph Faber, who was killed the other day 
through a fall while riding in a steeplechase 
and who was known as one ofthe best polo 
players in England, may be said to have 
embodied all the hopes of his family, being 
the only son of John David Faber, while al! 
the latter’s brothers are childless. In fact, 
it looks very much as if the house of Faber, 
which, despite its old Huguenot origin, has 
furnished several distinguished converts to 
the Roman Catholic church during the 200 
‘ears or more that it has been settled in 

orkshire. was destined to become extinct. 

Young Faber, who had received his com- 
mission in the Sixteenth Lancers ohly three 
days before he broke his neck, was related 
to Cardinal Newman and was the grand- 
nephew of the Rev, Francis William Faber, 
the well known poet, who, after his conver. 
sion, founded the order of the oratorians, 
which have their headquarters in one of the 


Yinest churches and monasteries of the Brit- 


ish metropolis at South Kensington. 

Another uncle of young Ralph is Lora 
Faber. the Leeds banker, in connection with 
whose peerage the following story is told. 
Already rich in his own right, he was the 
principal heir of that eccentric Crassus, the 
late Andrew Montague of Ingmanthorpe, 
who, although In no way related to him, 
left him something over $30,000,000.

E fools save the world; the practically 
minded and the worldy, wise simply 
keep it going. The wise, who never 
go forth without a two foot rule in 
‘ “hand, first laugh at the fools, then 
pity them, then n and kill them. They 
did that to Jesus and to Galileo, and to every 
other one who talked of a kingdom that could 
not be laid off with their measuring sticks. 
Probably to a horse a man is the greatest 
fool imaginable; he rushes around, he does 
sO many things that seem to have no signifi- 
cance; he wears himself all out and often 
gets neither cats nor a stall at the end of 
the day. The man works for ends that are 
before him, invisible often; the horse works 
only on the spur of that which is behind him. 
‘The man is a mere idealist; the horse a 
practical economist. 

Almost any person can see the meaning of 
a brick wall; only a few get the significance 
of a symphony, yet the one is as real as the 
other, and the truth is this plain old world 
of ours is molded a good deal more by the 
things that touch the soul than by those 
that sink no deeper than the senses. 

The philosophy that sees all life only as so 
much animated mud misses the richer and 
mightier meanings of life. To see only 
things is really not to see anything. It is as 
if one should think of a book as only so many 
type impresstons or of a song as only 80 
many black dots on paper. Life lies deeper 
than its outer forms and consists of more 
than meat and drink and flesh and blood. 

Yet through all our money making, our 
getting and our spending, our mad rushing to 
and fro, the toll and turmoil of our world 
runs a fine strain of great motives and ideals. 
It manifests itself in love of truth, devotion 
to great purposes, tenderness and regard for 
the weak, succor for the needy, sympathy 
for the sad; in truth and goodness and help- 
fulness it is seen, and the name of this spirit 
is religion. | 

Churches are only organized, social forms 
of its expression; creeds are only attempts to 
analyze its phenomena; meetings, services, 
and preaching are only more or less formal- 
ized methods of stimulating men to its ideals; 
back of them all lies this vision of great prin- 
ciples, great purposes in living, this that 
makes some count not their dives dear to 
themselves, makes many set first those prin- 
ciples and ideals in their lives, 

We are all idealists—we all live for the 
things not seen. We pretend to be much 
more materialistic than we are. But deep 
within ourselves we know that life cannot be 
sustained by bread alone, and that it consists 
m more than abundance of things. And so 
we live for the love of a friend or for the hope 
of ‘a better world. 

The unworthiness of our lives is often due 
to our lack of confidence in the essential 
worthiness of all life; we are not quite sure 
whether this is a right world; often we have 
more faith in th@evil that asserts itseif in 
selfishness and every form of iniquity than 
in the good that beckons from on high. We 
yield to the instinct to save ourselves be- 
cause we are not certain that infinite good- 
ness will care for those who follow the right. 

We will do right when the way is clearly 
mapped out in express directions. But faith 
is the power to do the right when the way is 
as yet uncharted, to believe that there is no 
other way for worthy souls, to believe that it 
is wiser losing all for the right than gaining 
the whole earth and losing one’s rea! self. 

We need to believe in, the better day that is 
to be, to have faith to fit ourselves for it, and 
to push out into it. We need faith to over- 
come the mountains in its way, to stir the 
sluggish hearts of men who cling to old self- 
ishness and to change the minds that lie 
dormant in prejudices. This is the faith 
that regenerates and saves. 

Men are not saved by believing this fact 
or the other incident in history; they are 
saved by the faith that makes history, the 
faith that forms the future, that looks back 
only to be inspired to push forward. by the 
faith that leads them to follow truth wher- 
ever it may lead. Doing this they find they 
are wajking with all the faithful, they are 
treading the way that has led to every Cal- 
vary and to every new and eternal life.

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HERE is Abdul Hamid's treasure? 

That is the question which is excit- 

ing more universal interest than 

any other in connection with the 

crisis at Constantinople. It was es- 

timated a few weeks before his deposition at 

over $250,000,000. Enormous as is this figure, 

it will no longer appear exaggerated when 

the fact is taken into consideration that 

throughout the thirty-three years of his reign 

he has had virtually free access to the na- 

tional treasury, the first claim upon all the 

annual revenues, that he made use of his 

autocratic power to sécure great estates in 

every portion of his empire, and that he, as 

a general rule, confiscated the fortunes of all 

those who had incurred his displeasure or 
who had died within his reach. 

Thus, ex-Khedive Ismail of Egypt, who 
was induced under the most tempting prom- 
ises to transfer his residence from Naples to 
Stamboul, Abdul Hamid even going 60 far 
as to hold out to him prospects of restora- 
tion to the throne at Cairo, and who was de- 
tained in gilded captivity for the remainder 
of his days on the shores of the Bosporus, is 
known to have left a colossal fortune, of 
which the sultan coolly assumed possession, 
turning a deaf ear to the dead man's family 
and relatives. 

The extent of Ismail’s wealth may be esti- 
mated by the fact that for an entire week 
prior to his own deposition in 1879, ammuni- 
tion wagons were engaged in conveying 
treasure from his palace of Abdeen, at Cairo,,. 
by the old and deserted road to Suez, where 
it was placed on board an Italian steamship 
which had been chartered for the purpose. 
It may safely, therefore, be taken for granted 
that the figure of $250,000,000, given as a 
conservative estimate of the fortune of Ab- 
dul Hamid, is not exaggerated. The most 
careful search of the Yildiz Kiosk, where 
Abdul Hamid made his home for more than 
three decades, has led to the discovery of 
sums amounting to some $8,000,000 hidden 
away in caches revealed by his former re- 
tainers. But the bulk of his treasure has not 
been found, for the simple reason that it has 
been deposited abroad. * 

Abdul Hamid, following the example of 
most other European sovereigns, has always 
kept a large sum on deposit in foreign banks, 
partly in provision ot the loss of his throne 
and partly, too, in order to assure the future 
of those of his wives and of his children who 
enjoyed in a more special degree than the 
others his love and affection. Ever since 
the coup d'état of last September, when he 
was compelled to promulgate anew the con- 
stitution which he had granted in 1876, he has 
been adding to his hoards abroad, with the 
idea of placing all his available property be- 
yond the reach of any such revolution as that 
by which he has now been overwhelmed. A 
man of remarkable shrewdness and ability, 
he is known to have realized his danger and 
to have prepared for it. Indeed, there is no 
doubt but that he would have escaped cap- 
ture had it not been that he had not suffi- 
ciently taken into account the speed with 
which the troops from Saloniki moved upon 
Constantinople and their remarkable organ- 
ization. 


— 

None have watched the attitude of the 
ex-sultan’s banks abroad in this matter with 
a greater amount of interest than the various 
crowned heads of Europe, and it must have 
been with a feeling of distinct relief that they 


beyond the reach of the new government in 
Turkey; so secure, indeed, that even he him- 
self cannot obtain posSesion of any portion 
thereof until he has been restored to full lib- 
erty and assurances have been obtained that 
he is an entirely free agent, and not acting 
under fear or compulsion, for it relieves their 
anxiety as to the safety of their own savings 
—that is to say, of the money that they have 
put away in provision for a rainy day. Most 


in these days of democracy there are few if 
any of the anointed of the Lord who can feel 
absolutely secure against the danger of any 
popular upfising or national cataclysm. 
Whenever a ruler is overthrown one of the 
first things that happen is the confiscation 
of his fortune. 

The various reigning dynasties of France, 
of Spain, of Naples, of Tuscany, and of Par- 
ma have all undergone this experience with- 
in the last hundred years, and while Duke 
Ernest of Brunswick and of Cumberland has 
through the chivalry of the present German 
emperor recovered control of his enormous 
private fortune, which had been sequestered 
for more than a quarter of a century by 
Prince Bismarck, all the crown property of 
the former house of Hanover remains con- 
fiscated. | 


— 

One of the disadvantages to which rulers 
are subjected and from which ordinary citi- 
zens are naturally immune is the state of un- 
certainty in the popular mind as to their title 
to any property which they may possess. 
There is usually no question at all about the 
ownership of the banking deposits of a pri- 
vate individual, always providing that the 
money has not been stolen. But all sorts of 
arguments are raised with regard to the 
rights of royalty to property. The latter 
may be divided for convenience sake into 
three classes—namely: their entirely private 
estate, resulting from legacies, from savings, 
and from successful investments; sometimes 
even speculations. Then there is the income 
which the sovereigns and the members of 
the reigning house derive from the national 
treasury, under the head of civil list. The 
latter must not be regarded in any way as 
a stipend, but merely as a quid pro quo for 
crown lands which they have ceded to the 
nation. Thus, in England, the crown lands 
which Queen Victoria and Edward VII. sur- 
rendered on their accession, for the duration 
of their respective reigns only. to the na- 
tional treasury yield an annual revenue by 
several million dollars larger than that which 
the present king receives as civil list from 
the treasury. Finally. there is what is known 
as crown property—that is to say, property 
which is, so to speak, entailed in the reigning 
house, so that it cannot be alienated. Thus. 
in England the crown property comprises 
Buckingham palace and Windsor castle. with 
their contents, sundry other palaces, and the 
real estate, mining rights, etc., of the duehies 
of Lancaster and of Cornwall, including 
whole districts of the metropolis. In Prussia 
the crown property is of a still more varied 
description, and is extensive. It is the same 
in Austria, while in Russia it is estimated 
that nearly one-fifth of the cultivated area 
is embraced in what is known as the crown 
domain. a

Fallacy of Primrose Tea 


HAT misguided person who, in the responsible 
position of training youth for contact with a 
realistic world, goes to that exaggerated ex- 
treme of preaching a wholly ideal and impos- 
sible honesty, beauty, and fellowship as things 
logically to be expected by this neophyte in his 
contact with life is working harm te the cause 

of real human progress. 
In this last winter, in some of the news- 
papers of the country, a syndicate supplied a 
series of articles designed to appeal to the 
young and for the most part setting forth in 
idealistic form the whole category of these vir- 
tues which the idealist feels ought to exist, 
regardless of whether they do or not. The 
whole tenor of the series, however, was to the effect that the young 
person should follow the idealist regimen; that he should look to find 
disciples of it in the haunts of men. Nothing in the series suggested 
that the convert to the thought might one day be disappointed in the 
reality; nothing remotely intimating that some of these ideal pearis 
might fail sometimes to pass current at face value among his fellows. 
Often I have asked myself in such circumstances, are such teach- 
ers fools or liars? It seems to me that there is no middle ground 
upon which to stand in judgment of such fantastic ethics! No man 
who has mixed with the world for twenty years will dare say that his 
experience of his kind has led him to high appreciation of all men! 
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Rather, he will be inclined to congratulate himself if, nursing high 
ideals for himself, he has found twenty friends upon whose honor and 
truth and churage he feels that he can depend in any circumstance! 
To make twenty such friends in twenty years is no small task imposed 
upon a man! | 

That subtle evil which may come of this misdirected and unreal 
philosophy often shows itself in the disappointed young man who has 
been disarmed for the shock that awaits him. To accept as friend 
some unworthy one, rely upon him, trust him, honor him—and then 
to find him unworthy of it all; this is tragedy in the life of many a 
young man! In the experience of thousands it leaves a never to be 
forgotten hurt. To that extent which he has been studiedly unpre- 
pared for the possibility, this hurt may lie deep and festering. 

The question I would ask is, Why should the young man be taught 
this false philosophy at all? Why should he be disarmed against the 
truth as he must find it? 

To the extent that the teacher would lead him to believe that the 
world’s rule of conduct is based in such ideals it makes the virtues 
more or less commonplace. In truth, virtue shines out as a jewel only 
against the dark background of evil. Its value to the young man must 
be enhanced if he shall be taught its rareness. He myst have greater 
hold upon it if he is prepared for the fact that often he may find it 
undervalued by those with whom he comes in touch. Why should he 
be deceived in its -possession?

T has been said that George Mere- 
dith has ardent friends or extrav- 
agant critics—and I approach any 
analysis of this great man with 
love and gratitude. He has taken 
us into his confidence and has 

given so freely of his best and highest. A 
few of his earlier works may have been un- 
assertive—but of the trumpet blasts of his 
maturer strength! He rejoiced alike in body 
and in mind, in soul and in matter, and in all 
that goes to make up the study of life; and 
life he says is sometimes worthy of the muse. 

Picture the quiet progress of this great 
man’s life. Born within a month of Ibsen, 
and within three months of Dante Gabriel 
Rosetti—Byron, Shelly, and Keats were dead; 
Moore, Southey, Coleridge, and Wordsworth 
were past their prime; Southey was still poet 
laureate; Tennyson and Diisabeth Barrett 
were just known; Browning was gaining 
some recognition; Carlyle was mature; Rus- 
kin was a boy of 10; Scott was the leading 
novelist; Disraeli had just published “ Vivian 
Grey; Bulwer was not yet of the peerage; 
Macauley and Hunt and De Quincy were 
writing for success. 

Into this literary chaos was born George 
Meredith, of Welsh father and Irish mother. 
He began his literary career with the idea 
that poetry was to be his best expression, 
but for his later and complicated English, 
doubtless prose was best. The Egoist 
would have been something of a problem in 
poetic form. It sometimes seems he has 
been prodigal of English. well nigh exhaust- 
img his mother tongue, denying his followers 
a word not overused. : 

Still when we read him his work seems that 
of a singer who has#fted up his voice to let 
the music pour forth. Regardiess_of pre- 
conception the thing was, the music — 
come, and the purity of the voice would make 
its beauty. Meredith has vision, and he has 
expression—and he compels circumstances 
to obey character. He is a maker of tragedy 
and yet he is full of humor. Herarely takes 
us into death scenes. He gives no maudlin 
confessions, no overtaxed intimacies. He 
is so clean—so unrevealing of the overper- 
sonal. It is with soul problems rather than 
with religion that he is concerned, He thinks 
that religion will take care of itself if the 
soul is made healthy and held open to the 
highest and best. . 0

Like Robert Browning, he is reverent be- 
fore human destiny, and character is his 
belief in happiness. He telis us character is 
the source of destiny. He does not deny that 
nature and circumstances are strong to mold 
life, but he recognizes the greater power of 
environment and heredity. The supreme 
moral value of his work is its absolute wit- 
ness to truth. He refuses to ignore anything 
of truth, of unattractive strength. By be- 
ing less scrupulous he might have won a 
cheap popularity, but that truth is mighty, he 
teaches over and over again. Half truths 
are worse than lles. His wish has been to il- 
lumine the darkness and to strengthen the 


weak. He flashes the light of reason into the 


dark places, and we see and we understand.

Byrd, the 
wonderful weight man from Milford, landed 
the Troquois county village into third place 
with 15 pofnts. representing three firsts 
which he gained in the weight events. Byrd's 
performances were heightened by his feat tn 
the shotput, in which he broke the record, 


the only one of the day. His heave covered 
155 feet 7 inches. 


More than 500 Boys Compete. 

To Wilson, big Campbell, Kuh, and Buck 
the University High point winners, went the 
distinction of placing their institutions in the 
galaxy of state champions. Frequently 
hopeful, University High never before had 
been able to clatm supremacy. Today's 

ctory was won from eighty-nine other 
schools, represented by more than 500 ath- 
letes, the greatest meet in point of numbers 
in the United States. In the battle over.the 
points twenty-seven schools registered in the 
final summing up, showing how bitterly 
fought out was the classic competition. 

Disappointed in this hope of wresting 
honors from the city ” ghe country schools 
found solace in the wondérful individual per- 
formances of the mighty Byrd and in Spring- 
field’s feat in defeating Wendell Phillips in 
the relay. Confident because of past per- 
formances, the Wendel! Phillips quartet met 
a tartar in the shape of the four from the 
capital town, which led all the way for the 
two miles and claimed the elaborate trophy 
cup hung up for first place. 

The stalwart Campbell led the point mak- 
ing for University High, taking first place 
in the second half mile in easy style and 
placing second in the second quarter mile 
event after a brilliant struggle with plucky 
little Bohnhorst of Springfield, the victor, 
who urged himself to the tape only a few 
inches ahead of the big Chicagoan. 


Duff Meets with Mishap. 

Even the most frenzied partisans of Uni- 
versity High acknowledge that Kuh’s win 
in the hurdles was made possible only by an 
@nfortunate accident to the Norma! star. 
Walter Duff, who was conceded the race over 
the barrier. In his preliminary heat the col- 
ored. hurdler at the outset was thrown out 
by having a spike in his shoe catch in a 
hurdle. Before he extricated his feet and 
regained his stride, the hurdlers were far in 
the lead: It had been predicted that the 
hurdle record would fall before the swift 
legs of the Normal athlete and there was 
general regret that he was put out. His ab- 
sence made winning the hurdles almost a 
matter of form for Kuh, who easily defeated 
Moore of Tuscola, the next strongest con- 
tender. 5 

Capt. Wilson registered two seconds for 
the champions, one in the fifty yard dash, 
when he followed the fleet John Martin of 
Oak Park to the string, and again in the 
shotput, when he was next man to the pow- 
erful Byrd of Milford. Buck completed the 
total with two points gained when he tied 
Leming of Wendell Phillips for second place 
in the high jump. 

If Oak Park was defeated the suburbanites 
surely were not disgraced and the Illinois 
campus rings with praises of Martin, who 
came close to Byrd’s point winning of fifteen 
by putting twelve to Oak Park’s credit. 


Martin Makes Fine Showing. 

It was Martin who faced Wilson of Uni- 
versity High, ‘Carpenter and Murray of Lake 
View, Parrott of New Trier, and Harpold 
of Assumption in the fifty yard dash and 
beat them. It was Martin again who faced 
Murray, Phelps of Oak Park, Wageneit of 
La Grange, Black of Arcola; and Wyland of 
Moline in e century and beat them all. 
And it was Martin, wearied by the long sift- 
ing process of the dashes, who entered the 
220 yard dash and ran second to the fleet 
footed Duff of Normal. That thelongest dash 
was Duff's was almost conceded. ‘The col 
ored boy, sick at heart over the unkind mis- 
hap that robbed him of his chance in the 
hurdles, ran like the wind and led all the 
way. His victory was the most popular of 
the day. Had he been pressed he might have 
tied the record, but Martin was no match for 
him. 

There were other star performers—men 
like Davis of Averyville, Peoria, who should 
have broken the mile record. True, the fig- 
ure is 4:38, made by the surprising Berk- 
stresser of Mount Carroll a few years back 
and apparently immune to the attacks of 
ambitious distance men. Today little Davis, 
one of a field of twenty-eight in the mile, 
came within two-fifths of a second of tying 
the record. : Thorsen of New Trier was fairly 
close to the Averyville runner, but not enough 
to urge him to the last ounce of speed within 


him. ,

Not ‘satisfied with this remarkable. per-

That made her famous, and 
she continued to shine, although as the years 
went by she was not reckoned a particularly 
game horse for her speed.

Weakness in Track Athletics. 


The weakness of high school students in.

lack of. specialization. Many high school 
athletes, have ruined bright careers by trying 
to be too ambitious and competing in several 
events, thus overtaxing their coustitutions, 
and finally breaking down completely. An 
athlete to be successful must specialize in 
some event, He should try them all, and the 
one he thinks he is most adapted to he should 
train steadily for and endea vo do become 
proficient in that specialty. 

An athlete may take part in a dual meet 
and win many points by taking part in-nu- 
merous events. He is urged by schoolmates 
to do the same thing in other contests. His 
first performance may be pretty good, but the 
strain finally tells upon him and his efforts 
get weaker and weaker as the various events 
are decided. 

It is this desire that ruined the chances 
of Paul Dickey, the old South Division High 
schoo! track star, making good when he went 
to college. Dickey would have made a star 
hurdler or pole vaulter, but he tried his hand 
at every event on the program in every mee 
and when he went to college he was not abl 
to compete with athletes who had specialized 
with any degree of success. Buckwalter, also 
of South Diyision, was another instance of 
this type. There are many other just such 
cases, but the above are the most prominent. 


Policy of Mike Murphy. 


Mike Murphy, the Pennsylvania trainer, 
who trained the American Olympic team in 
London last summer, is a stickler for special- 
ization. Most of his success he attributed 
to this policy of training one man for every 
event and having him take the mark with- 
out having competed in some other event 
before. Most of the college track coaches

From one end of America to the other the 
talk of our fight went day in and day out 
and week in and week out, and so on until 
it got to be years. 


Nearly Come to Blows, 

Philadelphia to this day talks of the inci- 
dent that passed between Bob and myself in 
Green's hotel in the old Quaker city. I ac- 
cused Fitz of about everything I could and 
would have engaged in an impromptu en- 
counter had not some of our friends inter- 
fered. 

In those days there was a wave of prize 

fight reform sweeping the country. First We 
went to one state and then another and came 
near being thrown into prison in Texas and 
Arkansas. 
Through influential fight fans in Hot 
Springs it was thought that the battle could 
be pulled off there, but if it had been neces- 
sary the entire state militia would have been 
called out. 

Finally, after a great deal of wondering 
and continuous wrangling in the papers, of 
which the public grew tired, the fight was 
announced for Carson City, Nev. 

The holding of that fight put Nevada on the 
map and did more to advertise the state than 
anything held there before or since and I 
haven't forgotten the great battle between 
Battling Nelson and Joe Gans. 

The time that elapsed and the strain of 
keeping myself on edge and the effect that 
the whole affair had on the public mind was 
enough to wreck the nervous system of any 
fighter. 

When the fight was finally arranged and 
the details announced definitely I was one of 
the most pleased men in the world, but I had 
gone too far, and when I startéd to do hard 
training for that battle I was not nearly so 
well as when I started to train for my other 
championship fights. . 

The only section of the whole country that 
had not grown tired of the controversy be- 
tween Fitz and myself was the Pacific coast, 
and there I had more friends probably than 
in any other section of the country. 

However, there is a difference between 
the Johnson-Jeffries controversy and the 
trouble between Fitz and myself. We both 
wanted to get at each other and Johnson 
doesn’t want to fight Jeff. 

But nevertheless the public grows tired of 
talk they cannot distinguish from the real 
stuff. When Johnson first declared he would 
rather meet Jeff than any one he got a fairly 
good hand, but now the best Johnson gets is 
the applause of the people of his race who 
follow the fighting game. 

Until articles are signed and the men begin

The Butterfly’s Story 


In the course of its existence the butterfly changes 
its form four times. The egg develops into the larva 
or caterpillar, which in its turn grows into the pupa or 
chrysalis, and this becomes in time the adult. 

When a caterpillar has gtown to its full sige it 
stops eating and looks for a place to rest during the 
next stage of its development, which is one of quiet. 
Some caterpillars go into a cell or crevice in the ground, 
but most kinds attach themselves to some object, and 
hang suspended, either by the tail alone or else both by 
the tail and a girth about the middle of the body. Upon 
the object chosen the caterpillar spins a button of silk, 
and into this it fastens the prolegs at the hind end of 
its body. 

When it has thus suspended itself the caterpillar 
takes @ little fest; then its skin splits open in the mid- 
die of the back, forming an opening through which the 
head end of the body works out. The skin which has 
been shed aries and shrinks back toward the tail, where 
it is field by the button of silk. Before the body is 
quite free from the skin the tall of the chrysalis, which

Death Roll Looms Ominously. 


It is the most dangerous trade in the world. 
This everybody knows—at least everybody 
who reads the papers. But only the men who 
do the work really know how dangerous it is 
—and they won't tell. The death roll always 
is before their eyes. The memory of a com- 


‘rade who yesterday worked within touching 


distance, who today les at home with his 
Ute's work done, is ever before them. But 
that most marvelous of human attributes, 
the ability to walk band in hand even with 
death and grow acoustomed to it, keeps the 
fronworker from troublesome consciousness 
of the dangers of his calling. 

‘Dangerous? Sure,” they say. And then 
comes thetr expression of their attitude 
toward this phase of their calling: That's 
part of the game.” 

Part of the game! To play with life and 
death as an incident to the day's work. 
Constantly. to place the work above the life; 


to put existence in the balance and juggle 
with it—that’s part of the game. The other 
part is getting 62% cents an hour, which, as 
you may know without ald of pencil and 
paper, means $5 for an eight hour day. A 
carpenter makes about the same, as do most 
of the other building trades. 

It isn't sensational pay, considering the 
nature of the work, for even the fronworker 
who is not killed at his trade often must cal- 
culate on time lost through injury. It isn't 
an easy trade, for the work of hauling big 
girders into place, of hammering rivets home, 
is work that tasks muscles of strong men. 
But the real dyed-in-the-wool ſronworker 
comes near to loving his work. 

Tou see, it's this way.“ said one of them, 
“a young fellow looks up at a building 
going up, and says: ‘None of that for 
mine,’ and he goes on his way. Then along 
comes another young fellow who looks up, 
and he doesn’t say anything. The sight of 
one of the workers riding a beam up to the 
top doesn’t bother him any. Pretty soon he 
strolls over to the foreman and asks for a 
job. ‘Ever been in the air?’ says the push. 
‘No, but I'd like to try.“ After he’s joined 
the local and has got his card he gets a job.

„In the Air Tells Tale. 

„ Now there's two kinds of men, as far as 
this game goes. anyhow. One'll make an 
iron man; the other won't. And you can tell 
‘em the minute you see em off the ground. 


The best of it ie that the fellow who shows 
he isn’t fitted for the game knows it right off, 
better than you do. He quits. The other 
fellow stays. That's how fellows come to be 
in the trade.” 

With this requisite hankering to get into 
the work, and the nerve it is not hard 
to become an fronworker in busy times. All 
trades and occupationg requiring bodily 
strength and daring send their workers in as 
recruits. Sailors, used to the lofty yards of 
echooners, frequently turn their hands to the 
work of handling iron inthe air. Brakemen 
shift from the brake head to the wrench. 
But one and all in one thing they are alike: 
They ve got nerve. 

The water boy who tends the working 
hour thirst wants of men at work on the big 
buildings furnishes one steady supply to the 
ranks thinned out by death and disablement. 
The boy begins at boys’ wages and grows 
until he is man size. He sees the accidents 
the dead and hurt, but the sight fails to de. 
ter him. Of the big, strong men who work 
around him he has picked out one class for 
his idols, the men who put the iron in the 
air. When he gets big enough and old enough 
—he must be 2i—he begins to bother the men 
to get him into the union. 

“Gowan,” they tell him. Keep out ef u 
if you know what's good for you.” 

But in the end they take himin. He may 
have been earning $2 or $2.50 a day until 
his acceptance in the organization. But once 
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he is in and becomes a full fledged member 
he is entitled to go to work at 62% cents an 
hour. In some cities the local unions have 
an apprentice system. In Chicago there is 
none. There are over 900 men in the Chi- 


cago local, all of them journeymen, experi-. 


enced in their trade. 

Beyond a strong body and the afl impor- 
tant nerve there is little more that these 
workers need possess. 

He's got to know something about steel 
and iron—enough to let him tell them apart. 
He's got to know a T beam from a column, 
and a wrench from arivet. That's nothing. 
It isn’t what he knows,“ said an old man. 

Terse and to the point. It isn’t what he 
knows, but what he does. No fine details of 
craft, drilled into the mind by long years of 
service as an apprentice; no special know!l- 
edge that the intelligent layman may not 
gain on short notice. Instead a hundred 
tricks of body and mind that make the skilled 
iron worker as much at home in the air, on 
the most improbable sort of footing, as his 
less venturesome brother on a machine shop 
floor.

Lives Risked at Each Throw. 

Rivet .catching and throwing is one of 
them. The man at the forge works with his 
shop set up on a pair of boards laid across 
two beams 200, 300 hundred feet in the air.

From Tenement to Office: 
Road Lined With Sacrifices.

HE road from a bleak tenement home 

to the typewriter in a well lighted 

and ventilated office in the business 

center of the city which is traveled over 

dy thousands of girls is not an easy one. 

N ig full of rocks and obstacles, drawbacks, 

and disappointments. It calls for a great deal 

of patience and energy. It calls for efforts 
which frequently border on the heroic. 

If one were to look, however, for brave 
hearts who travel over this road safely and 
successfully to their destinations one would 
have to look for them not so much among the 
girl stenographers themselves, but among 
their parents, and more especially their 
mothers. Through their own efforts, thou- 
sands of girls who are today holding pos!i- 
tions as stenographers, could never have got 
to these positions. They would be working 
is shops or factories or at most as salesgirls. 
It is the efforts and self-sacrifice of their 
parents and of their mothers in particular 
that enabled these girls to land in a more 
congenial and generally better paying occu- 
pation. 

According to principals of several of the 
more popular business colleges in various 
parts of the city, it is the daughters of wage- 
earners, day laborers and factory hands who 
are rapidly invading the fleld of stenog- 
raphy and office work. The majority of 
girls in any business college are daughters 
of men who have a monthly income of from 
$ to 875. But the daughters of men who 
make only $10 a week and some even of la- 
borers who do not make more than $8 a week 
throughout the year are finding their way to 
the business college in ever increasing num- 
bers.

Many a mother who has never been 
doing washing before will begin at the age of 
40 in order that her 14 year old daughter 
may be able to get some schooling and get 
a, job ag a stenographer. 

“Why do I do it? Why should 1 start 
washing windows and scrubbing floors for 50 
cents and send my little girl to college?“ 
said one such mother in answer to a ques- 
tion. Because my daughter is just entering 
upon life. And I den’t want her to start life 
the way I started. or if she begins in a fac- 
tory she will end as I am. I want her to get 
into a different sphere, into a different life 
from mine. I want her to get away from the 
day laborer class. I want her to marry a 
man that will give her a decent home and 
not a man who comes home with the dinner 
pail.

Whole Family Makes Sacrifice. 

In another instance a workingman who 
earned $16 a week, but who had a consump- 
tive wife and nine children to take care of, 
economized right and left for more than a 
year in order to save enough money to pay 
the tuition for a course in stenography for 
his eldest daughter, a girl of 14. The sick 
mother denied herself during that time many 
delicacies which the doctor prescribed for 
her. And for the first time in the history 
of that family the other children’s spring 
suits were bought second hand instead of 
new, in order that the required amount of 
money could be laid by. 

When asked what caused the entire family 
to make such sacrifices to give the eldest 
daughter the opportunity to get a business 
education, the father explained: P 

I do it,“ he said, partly for the sake of 
my daughter alone, and partly for the sake 
of my other children. Children in a family 
are like sheep. They follow the leader, 
which means the eldest sister or brother. If 
the eldest takes up a higher position and is 
inspired by ambitions, the younger children 
are pretty sure to follow in his footsteps. 
No boy or girl would like to see his older 
brother or sister outdo him. On the other 
hand, if she becomes indifferent, and lets 
chance alone shape her destiny, the other 
children are almost certain to follow her. 
And in this case they are even apt to go her 
one better in their downward journey. It is 
to guard against such a state of affairs and 
to set the best example I possibly can for 
my family that I am depriving myself, my 
children, and even my sick wife from many 
necessary things in order to send my girl 
to school.”

all the valuable assets of an established busi- 
ness, to deliver to the purchaser at any price, 
is that Intangible “ good will’ of a business? 

It is conceded tnat any business long tstab- 
lished on successful lines must have its dis- 
tinct good will asset. The measure of its 
success je the measure of its attendant good 
will, But this good will has been built up 
altogether by another t than that 
of the new purchaser. In putting a price 
upon it the seller virtually is attempting to 
sell to the purchaser a proprietary right to 
the trade of his old customers. 

“I'm going to sell out to a new man,” he 
explains to this customer, and he's count- 
ing upon you to continue to trade here as 
you have been doing for so long 

Is anything more easily natural to thou- 
sands of people than a mental O, indeed! 
Is that so?“ and at once for the person to 
decide for himself that thereafter he pur- 
poses buying almost anywhere else in the 
county? Will the proprietor who is selling 
out attempt to measure just what proportion 
of this good will he is able todeliver? Will 
the purchaser attempt to gauge just how 
much of it he may expect for his money? ‘ 

* — 


Purchaser Overlooks Many Things. 
Too often the purchaser of such an estab- 
lished business counts far too much upon the 
good will asset. He is disposed at first 


„thought to think of the place as having a 


„ rousing trade.” He takes this for granted 
as easily as he considers that the business 
carries a large stock. He forgets altogether 
that in taking over the business it is more 


necessary for him to take invoice of himseit 


with reference to holding this trade and good 
will than it may be to take an invoice of the 
stock itself. A certain amount of money will 
buy a similar stock almost anywhere in the 
market; often all the money the business 
man might wish to have is insufficient to 
command trade. , 

In many cases where a small, neighborhood 
business is involved the personality of the 
proprietor has been the strongest factor in 
building up a good will for his establishment. 
This particular individual has been a good 
“mixer.” He is in sympathy with the local 
atmosphere which surrounds him; he has 
established pleasant social relations with his 
customers. Some unusual circumstance in 


his life there may have given him opportunity

tor emphasizing his personality to a neigh- 
borhood. * 

Whatever this personal hold upon his 
patrons, in that degree it must come as a 
disappointment that he should sell out and 
leave his business to the stranger. To tie 
extent that his successor differs in his per- 
sonality, the successor may count upon the 
old customer’s remarking what a change 
in the place!“ That first impression of 
change must be most marked in the indi- 
vidual successor — 

— 


Problem One of Retention. 

It is just here that the purchaser 
upon the intangible good will of a purchased 
business should take stock of himself and 
look to the ways and means by which the 
former proprietor has built up this good will. 
The ‘problem of the Buécessor is not so much 
paying the price for this good will as it is to 
retain that good will after it has been ac- 
quired by purchase. It is absurd for a pur- 
chaser to imagine that this asset, under a 
new management, is to continue as a matter 
of course. In one way and another it has 


been carefully nurtured by the good business: 


man who has built up the business. What- 
ever the methods to that result, they must Be 
continued perhaps ln stronger measure than 
before. ' U 
As a good business venture it Is impossib! 


that a purchaser should expect to succeed to 


a wil on the pe ot a man 
wholly differétft to himself. H is preposter- 
ous that a sober, silent ifident man should 
succeed to the good will of a business built 
up by a typical good milxer with knowledge 
of human nature and 4 of the tact 
and diplomacy to carry him through. 

Often the matter of natfonality ts of enor- 
mous consideration in such @ trade. Espe- 
cially in the larger city neighborhoods where 
some one nationality largely is represented in 
the population, the busines man builds upon 
this nationality line. If his successor shall 
be of another race it Imost impossible that 
he should hope to succeed to a business good 
will. 


Day's Sales No Criterion. 
While this asset of good will may be the 
greatest factor in a business, at the same 
time it often is mistaken by the enthusiastic 
purchaser who finds a proprietor inclined to 
trade upon it and bring it forward as some- 
thing worth the expenditure of money: To 
this end the proprietor of the business most 
often points to the average sales of the 
business. As a matter of fact, the magni- 
tude of a day’s sales may have the least 
bearing upon good will. It may be that the 
site of the business is such that no other 
competitor is in easy reach. Customers by 
scores may buy there always under protest, 
Looking over a neighborhood and inquir- 
ing into the standing of the lone house with 
the big trade, the discovery that its proprie- 
tor is unpopular with the resident popula- 
tion may be the strongest encouragement for 
his opening a business in competition upon 
the nearest corner. He determines that the 
existing house has no element of good will 
within it; he feels that he knows how to make 
this good will appeal to logical customers— 
and his venture is based upon this fact. 
Again, good will as an asset of a business 
is a questionable investment, its promise 
depending not a little upon the honesty of the 
man who has worked itup. Often a gullible 
purchaser, satisfied of a good will asset, pays 
a fancy price for the intangible property only 
to discover later that the “retiring head 
of the concern has become dissatisfied with 
hie location, stock, and fixtures, and has 
sold out only that he may open anew just 
around a corner, where he can maintain his 
good will hold upon his old customers.

Then it is 
decomposing this gas into its component ele- 
ments—carbon and oxygen. The carbon it 
retaining as part of the plant’s food, to 
Suter into combination with water; and the 
Oxygen it sets free into the atmosphere. By 
night this process ceases, for light is an es- 
sential feature in the operation. 
„Out of the carbon and the water the leaf 

--@hemist will elaborate the sugars and 
starches which the plant world affords. As 
sugar, the products will pass from the leaf 
to be stored up, as in the case of the potato, 
for example, so as fo afford a storehouse of 

food whereon the plant may draw for its sus- 
tenance, and for the devélopment of its 
leaves and flowers when occasion comes. 
All the vegetable essences and acids, the 
scents and gums, the juices which yield in- 
dia rubber, the flavoring of fruits, and even 
the color of the flowers, are similarly the 
product of a constructive chemistry which 
beats man’s best efforts to imitate. Man 
follows nature, but at a distance. , 


A new calendar for Russia marks progress 
$m the czar’s domain. Prof. Solodiloff is a 
prime mover in favor of rad- 
Plan Reform ical reform in calendar mak- 
in Russian ing. The year he explains 
Calendar should begin at the spring 
equinox, and the quarters 
should be reckoned from the equinoxes and 
solstices. The first two months of every 
quarter should have thirty days and the third 
thirty-one days. Thus each quarter would 
have ninety-one days, making 364 days for 
the year. As the solar year has 365 days 5 
hours 48 minutes and 49.7 seconds, one day in 
the year should be simply called New Year's 
day without a week day name. , 
Thisedisposes of the extra day, leaving the 
aifference of five hours and the minutes and 
seconds. These on four years’ time would, 
but for forty-five minutes, make an extra 
day, which Prof. Solodiloff proposes to call 
the Day after New Year. The forty-five 
© minutes would mount up to a day in 128 
Fears, and so the Day atter New Year should 
fall but once in 128 years. There is still a 
difference of a few seconds, but as this does 
not amount to a day in 5,000 or 6,000 years, it 
may be disregarded. Under this system 
_every first day of a quarter would be a Mon- 
Aua. the first day of the second month always 
‘a Wednesday, and the first day of the third 
month always a Friday. It is also proposed 
to make Easter, from which all church festi- 
* wals are reckoned, occur at a fixed date, 
which the ecclesiastical authorities are in- 
Vited to name.

Under present competitions in boxmaking 


it is essential that the plant be equipped as 


largely as possible with machinery; that it 


shall be capable of turning out products in 
quantity to meet latge orders; that the gauge 
of competition, exacting smalyprofits for the 
manufacturer, requires that both his human 
and insensate machinery m such a plant 
shall be always in the highest working effi- 
ciency. 7 

In this paper box factory, with its mext- 
mum of human machines working at maxi- 
mum speed in eight and nine hour shifts, the 
employer has had forced upon him the rec- 
Ognition of the human box worker as almost 
a literal machine. He has discovered that 
unless this human machine be in good physi- 
cal condition, not the’ tof these operatives 
are capable of earnings which will keep them 
satisfied with their wages. ' 

Once upon a time the box manufacturer 
was an employer whom boards of health and 
factory inspectors for the state felt to be 
open to inquisitions. In the development of 
this comparatively’ new industry, so easily 
classed as the typical light work of the 
industrial world, children were drawn to it 
almost from the nursery. These first facto- 
ries were established almost anywhere that 
floor room invited. Insanitary conditions 
easily developed and between the force of 
authority on the part of the state and the 
exactions of the workers and of the com- 
petitive system, the whole business of paper 
box making was in a bad way.

Health Needed for Profits. 
In Chicago the other day Health Commis. 
sioner Evans received an agreeable surprise 


over the telephone. The head of a great box 


factory over on the west side wanted the 
health commissioner to come over on a Sat- 
urday afternoon and tell his thousand or 
more human machines engaged in box- 
making how best they might care for them- 
selves as individual pieces of machinery. In 
the great basement plant of the factory and 
up through the five or six floors in which 
mechanical machines are operated the fac- 
tory management had engineers and ma- 
chinists to keep the iron and steel mechan- 
isms in condition. But these were less than 
half the working machinery of the plant. 

We have discovered that only a skilled 
operative in good physical condition and 
fairly well content with his work is profit- 
able, was the statement of this employer. 
“If he is in good health and unskillful he Is 
unsatisfactory to himself; if he be highly 
skilled and in bad condition he won't stay 
at the work. What shall we do about it?“ 

Here at once an employer of broad views 
put himself on record as more than willing 
to accord to his human machines that care 
and consideration which for so long has been 
bestowed in such matter of course manner 
upon the insensate machine. Which is a con- 
cession, especially in that field where piece 
work 0 long has been accepted as a con- 
dition almost absolving the employer from 
humane consideration of his employés.

Box Maker Human Machine. 


It may be the character of this particular 
skilled work in paper box making which has 
led to this recognition of the box maker as a 
human machine. No particular apprentice 
period is necessary to it. Some workers 
never can develop the swift, sure fingers of 
the worker who makes wages at box making. 
Others within a month may be in the expert 
class and capable human machines, supple- 
menting all other machinery, human and in- 
sensate, within the plant. It devolves upon 
the factory to take the unskilled operative

This use of the masculine pronoun, it may 

be explained, is forced merely through the 


English lack of the neuter gender, for four- 


fifths of the operatives in the paper box man- 
-ufactories of the country are young giris, 
young women, and a sprinkling of the spin- 
ster class, who, having learned the trade, 
stick to it, year after year. The trade is one 
that steadily has been encroached upon by 
the female population. In the last census 
year 82 per cent of the paper box makers in 
the country were women, as against the 73.5 
per cent of women workers in 1890. 

It is in the manufacture of the smaller and. 
more ornate finished paper boxes that the 
maximum of hand work is required. Seven 


hand operations on a particular small box 


are close to the minimum; twenty-eight op- 
eratives may have as many operations upon 
the product before it passes on to be 
wrapped for shipping to the customer. It 
is ght work, yes; but with the require- 
ment always of the sure hand and fingers, 
working at top speed.

Work Always Piling Up. 


For somewhere, always, the. automatic 
machine is cutting the box form from 
strawboard, chipboard, or newsboard, scor- 
Ing it for the folding and heaping the sev- 
eral portions of the box framework upon 
the tables at which the finishers sit, pasting 
the ornate paper fast to bottom, tops, sides, 
and collar, as the style of the box may 
demand. , 

In most of these pasting processes the 
paper, wet with paste from automatic rolls, 
feeds out at a touch under lightning fingers, 
is made fast and smooth to the rough frame- 
work of the box. Hinge tops, lift tops, slide 
tops-each style oi box calls for different 
manipulations under the human hand. One 
color, two colors, three, or five colors may 
be required in a single box, in addition to 
which may be the printing of its future con- 
tents exactly in place. . 

Ornate and finished as these boxes may be, 
they are the product of human hands little 
schooled to art, and always under the pres- 
sure of making a living sufficient to the 
worker’s needs. One of the commonest of 
these small boxes in the city is the cigaret 
box, probably illumined with Turkish figures 
in colors and gold. Seven to ten operators 
may be necessary upon each of these and 
the hands that finish them are those of chil- 
dren under 16 years, who make wages of $4 
to $5 a week. 

When these children have grown to 18 or 
20 years old, working a nine hour day, they 
may be earning $7 to $9 a week, provided 
always that they are capable and rapid and 
in physical condition. How to keep them 
to concert pitch, however, is one of the new 
problems of the box manufacturer.

Human Engine Demands Care. 

Treat your human machinery just as you 
treat your enginery of iron and steel,'’ is the 
advice of Health Commissioner Evans, and in 
the case of the great paper box factory over 
on the west side its managers are seeing 
the proposition in this light. 

There are difficulties, however, in per- 
fecting the human machine for its work. A

Under no such possibility could such a 
worker appeal to the employer. The girl 
might be one individual jn the seven to 
twenty-eight opergtives necessary to the 
eompletion of a single box. She was the one- 
seventh to the one-twenty-eighth part of the 
machine, and unless she could rise to the skill 
and speed of the other portions of the human 
machinery she could be only a clogging unit 
in the system: The system in one Chicago 
factory already required 1,000 or more of 
these individual human machines in the day’s 
work. Shall one wonder that what to do to 
keep this complicated human machinery 
working to concert pitch is a problem for the 
manufacturer of paper boxes? Especially as 
year after year the public’s demand for com 


modities put up in boxes continues to grow.

First Salary Often Satisfactory. 


In the experience of this one Chicago plant, 
in a time when salaries of $3 a week were 
necessary to tempt operatives to learn box 
making, many of the beginners were inclined 
to sit back, satisfied with the salary, and 
indisposed to improve upon it on the piece- 
work basis. The ends of the employer could 


be served only in educating the worker to 


effectiveness and speed commensurate with 
that of the hundreds of other pieceworkers. 
Yet occasionally, when the operative is 
told it was time for her to make a showing 
at plecework, she balked at the change and 
quit. Sometimes she teok up the piecework, 
only to prove in the end that she hadn't the 
manual dexterity to keep the page—that she 


, never could learn boxmaking. Then, again, 


the proposition was confronted of the willing 
worker, capable and energetic, who could not 
stand the strain of this light work, hour 
after hour through the nine hour day, and 
who, losing her sure, rapid touch, failed of a 
wage that would keep her satisfied with her 
income. 

Is it.to be wondered at that the manufac- 
turer of paper boxes should be among the 
first to discover the relation of his human 
machines to the huge power plant attached 
to his factory? He may have invested a 
quarter of a million dollars in machines of 
iron and steel, with the net result of finding 
the insensate machinery crowding its auto- 
matic output upon the skill and cunning 
of the human hand. Only the human ma- 
chine can complete the work, and for prof- 
itable completion of the work the human 
machine must be considered according to its 
needs as carefully as is the steam plant and 
machinery which never leaves the buiMing. 

In this particular west side plant the ma- 
jority of the women workers are of Polish 
nationality, eligible for the work as soon as 
the state law frees them of compulsory edu- 
cation. New in numbers are the Bohemians, 
after which in their order come the Germans, 
Jews, and Italians. Americans and Irish are 
few. 

Girls in long braids are there, only that by 


Georgia New Land of Hope. 


F you are a young man invested with 

the spirit of the Forty-niners, the au- 

thoritative best lead for you is to trek in 

the search of a tin mine. Take this from 

the United States Geological survey, 
which has been looking for tin color all over 
the country. 

Probably the most discouraging feature of 
the proposition is that in the judgment of 
this authority the best place to look far tin 
color is away down at the southern end of 
the Appalachian mountains, probably in 
the state of Georgia. Ease of living down 
there, the lack of hardships of climate and 
wilderness, and the simplifying of grub 
staking, and all that may prove dishearten- 
ing to the spirit of adventure. At the same 
time some one who just now discovers a 
large, bulging deposit of litera] tin may have 
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figurative tin to burn for the rest of bis 
life.

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New Problem in Economics. 


So much has been done for the human box 
making mathines in one of the great west 
side factories. It is not more than always has 
been accorded the machine of steel ard iron. 
It is not as nuch as an awakening bust- 
ness knowledge yet thay seek to do for the 
human engine which for so long has been 
left to itself in that moment when the work- 
ing day closed down. 

No manufacturer, with a costly and com- 
plex installment of machinery in his estab- 
lishment, ever allows of the leaving ot it 
the moment steam is shut off at the end of 
the working day. Somebody is left in charge 
of it to see that fires are banked or drawn. 
Somebody to see that repairs are made so 
that the machinery shal! be in trim for work 
when the next working day begins. Some- 
body is charged with seeing that it is cleaned 
and polished to efficient working order. 

But for ages the human machine that 
complements the plant largely has been left 
to shift for himself. In one thirty-six hours 
covering a holiday on which insensate ma- 
chinery has been carefully groomed and re- 
paired, the human machine has done more to- 
ward breaking itself down and unfitting itself 
for the coming week’s work than all the 
week of labor preceding it has imposed. 
Especially where the worker has been em- 
ployed under the piece system such shortcom- 
ings have been accepted as a matter of course. 

The question may be asked, If the manu- 
facturer of the paper box has discovered that 
only a human machine in good working order 
ls profitable to himself and to the worker, is 
not the rule true through the ranks of all 
workers?

As a circulating medium of exchange the

His sole need 
for literal money is for the purchase of food 
supplies, for the purchase of furnishings for 
the house, and for the payment of his em- 
ployes salaries. 

Suppose that Smith, with 650.000 that he 
doesn’t need in his business, is approached 
by his old friend, William Jones, who would 
like to borrow $50,000 of Smith at 7 per cent 
interest for five years, in order that Jones 
may open another hotel in a neighboring city 
where his experience in the business prom- 
es an excellent business opening for the 
yenture. Smith hes every confidence in his 
oi friend, Jones, but let us suppose that as 
ia the silver agitation of a few years ago, 
Smith has some uncertainty in the matter 
of money legislation. But Smith makes the 
$50,000 loan to Jones. At the time the nation 
ison a gold basis. Simply as an anchor to 
windward, when Jones comes to signing the 
note Smith observes: 

“By the way, Jones, you don't mind mak- 
ing that a gold note, do you?” * 

“Certainly not,” replies Jones, and stipu 
lates in his note that the obligation is to 
be met at maturity on a gold basis. With 
which Smith is well satisfied. Having loaned 
gold, he is confident that at the end of five 
years he will be paid in gold of the same 
Weight, fineness, and purchasing value.

Standard Dollar Really Depreciates? 

Suppose, however, that at the time of 
Waking this $50,000 loan the times are dull 
and hotel supplies as well as the price of labor 
am unusually cheap.

But if Smith had stipulated that Jones re- 
Ry him in hotel supplies of the same grade 
and like quantity which Jones purchased 
‘with Smith’s $50,000, would it not have been 
the better bargain? Has not even the gold 
2 of exchange failed of its full pur- 


Jones probably would refuse the return of 
gold piece which Smith might have bor- 
wed and carried in his pocket for five years, 
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subjecting it to 10 per cent of abrasion. But 
Feadily enough he accepts the literal 320 
piece which will not purchase within 20 per

Accepted Credit the Basis. 


Actually, sqmething approach 
cent of the business of the — hag a 
through bank paper upon a basis of accepted 
credit, Every day in the year probably the 
banks and bank depositors of the country 
in drafts and personal checks create at wil! a 
serviceable medium of exchange which would 
make the money stock of the country small 
by comparison. 

With only about $3,500,000,000 of money in 
stock for the whole country, the estimated 
banking power of the United States in 1908 
is estimated at-$17,643,000,000, or more than 
five times the volume of the national circu- 
lating medium. In that year there were 1.453 
Savings banks, 6,824 national banks, 11,720 
state banks, 842 loan and trust companies, 
and 1,007 private banks, with total deposits 
of 812.784.511. 100. The capital of these insti- 
tutions represented $1,757,150,208, and the 
average of bank earnings was considerably 
above 10 per cent. 

How these totais of deposits for the banks 
of the country so greatly overshadow the 
totals of money for circulation again depends 
upon the circulation activities of money. Ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of a bank’s deposits 
may be used in the business of the conserva- 
tive bank. This money is for use in loans 
made by the bank or for meeting the obliga- 
tions of the institution. Often the total de- 
posits of a bank are immeasurably greater 
than is the capital stock which in the begin- 
ning represented the bank’s loaning capacity.

Deposited Dollar's Great Significance. 


But in these national totals of bank de- 
posits the deposited dollar assumes often a 
double, quadruple, and multiple significance, 
based on its circulating activity. John Smith 
may deposit $10,000 in a First Nationa} bank, 
which expresses a $10,000 of deposit resource 
for that institution. The next day the First 
National bank may loan this $10,000 to WIII- 
lam Jones, who in turn may deposit the sum 
to his credit in the Second National, where 
gain it is a $10,000 deposit. After which 
the Second National may send the sum on 
to its correspondent in some large city where 
it keeps an account, and for the third time 
the $10,000 becomes a bank deposit,“ to be 
reckoned with in the totalm for the whole 
country. 

It is the same principle by which the single 
$10 bill paid the $60 total of indebtedness. 

It is in this light of keeping money in cir- 
culation that the bank fills its greatest mis- 
sion. In those times of financial panics, 
when distrust of banking institutions has 
been awakened widely, the disposition of peo- 
ple to hide money away in secret places often 
has worked hardships upon legitimate busi- 
ness interests.

Run On the Bank Calamity. 

It ig in times of money panic, when the pri- 
vate citizen may feel the incentive to hiding 
money, that he has opportunity to be of com- 
munity service merely by refraining from 
fright and leaving his money on deposit. Any 
day fo the calendar year that every depositor 
in every bank in the country might clamor 
at bank windows for his money would serve 
to close every bank in the country! A run 
on the bank,“ whether for cause or with lack 
of cause; is a calamity often as harmful to 
a community as it is to stockholders and offi- 
cers of the institution iteelf. 

In the fall, of 1907 the United States ex- 
perienced a panic. In New York City three 
national banks, eight state banks, and four 
trust companies failed or went into liquida- 
tion. In the report of the controller of the 
currency, however, following up the records 
of these disturbances involving $110,000,000 
of liabilities, those individuals most con- 
cerned were worse scared than hurt.” 

One of these national banks resumed busi- 
ness; a second paid its creditors principal and 
interest in full; the third has paid 06 per cent 
of its Hadlilities and will pay the balance. 
Seven of the state banks have resumed bus!i- 
ness and the eighth, taken over by a trust 
company, has paid depositors in full. Three 
of the trust companies have resumed busi- 
ness and have made provisions for settlement 
of the Mabilities of the fourth. 

Some one has said of the banking business, 
quiet and dignified as it may appear on the 
surface, that it requires more nerve to be a 
successful manager of a bank than most men 
have in their constitution. Men of wealth 
who for years have been in business ventures 
and who have been accustomed to loan money 
for themselves wisely, have tried banking and 
have given it up in fright.

Chicago Bank's Wise Move. 

A few years ago Chicago was threatened 
with a run of bank depositors and especial 
ly of depositors in savings banks. A few 
sensational failures had frightened deposi- 
tors to the verge of stampede upon the small- 
er savings institutions. Under the law a 
savings bank in Illinois may require thirty 
days’ notice of a depositor’s intention to 
withdraw his money. 

In this threatened emergency the president 
of the unquestioned largest savings institu- 
tion in the city immediately announced that 
the bank would require the thirty days’ no- 
tice of all withdrawals! The result was to 
check instantly the threatened run and be- 
fore the time Umit had elapsed confidence 
had been restored. 

Money, in the evolution of civilization, has 
become a necessity, but confidence in credit 
always may be the greater commercial fac- 
tor. That man having an established credit 
always has been able to take pen and paper 
and by writing out his promise to pay has 
bought gold with it. A sufficient interest 
rate to pay merely for the use of the gold 
has enabled him to purchase gold to the full 
face value of hie promissory note. 

In this sense of establishing unquestioned 
credit, a banking house reaps its largest 
rewards. A New York institution has been 
cited as illustrating the fact. It was organ- 
ized with a capital of $300,000, its stock sell- 
ing at $100 a share. For many years it had 
been paying dividends at the rate of 150 per 
cent per annum when recently it declared a 
stock dividend of 900 per cent. This division 
of the surplus gave to each original holder of 
one share a total of ten shares of bank stock 


which has been paying 5 per cent a month.

Years ago when railroad building was going 


on in. Illinois, Missouri, and the central. 


Mississippi river valley, the white oak was 
the ideal tie. In the virgin timber geetions of 
these states trees that would split into mate- 


rial for four ties were selected as best. This, 


“quartering” tie still is the best example 
of the tlemaker’s art, regardless of the wood 
of which it must be made. For many years 
the hewen tie of this wood was standard until 
demands for higher uses for the white oak 
made it too costly for tie purposes. 

Today in this central section of the country 
the red oak is the best wood, if it be treated 
to creosote; in the far south the black cypress 
leads all the others. The yellow pine of the 
south makes a good tie, and a few years ago 
the importation of Canadian whitecedar was 
regarded as successful for the purpose. What 
the value of creosoting is may be illustrated 
in the red oak tie. When ft first was used for 
the purpose under an eighty-five pound rail 
its life was only about three years; with the 
use of creosote in treatment it will last fifteen 
years. 


* ~ 
Each Tie of Standard Dimensions. 

Under this showing, which holds approx- 
imately good in the life of all tie woods, one 
may see that, however the first cost of the 
tie material has increased, the railroad can- 
not economically afford to dispense with the 
treatment, which at an added cost of only 75 
per cent of the cost of the tie, may increase 
its life from two to five times. 

At the present time the railroad tie is 
classed into the “quartering” tie, the 
“halving tie,“ and the pole tie, regard- 
less of the woods of which they May be com- 
posed. But of whatever material, the main 
lines of railroad of standard gauge, laying an 
average eighty-five pound rail, quire a 
standard of dimension for each tie. The tie 
must be at least eight inches wide, six inches 
deep, and eight feet long. To show how the 
diminishing timber supply has worked in tie 
making it may be said that ten years ago the 
railroads required ties nine inches wide, 
seven inches deep, and eight and a half 
feet long. 

Archibald 8. Baldwin, chief engineer for 
maintenance of way for the IlHnois Central 
road, probably has fewer anxieties as to tie 
material than have most engineers of the 
present, due to the cheap labor and plentiful 
hess of tie material in the far southern divi- 
sions of the line. But he is an ardent advo- 
cate of the creosoting treatment of tie ma- 
terial. 

The main Unes of his road are laid with 
ninety pound rails, and with traffic which 
requires it, this makes necessary an average 
of 3.200 ties to the mile, costing about 32 400 
to the mile for creosoted ties alone The steel 
rails for each mile cost about double as much 
as do the ties, and every year this propor- 
tlonate tie cost has been creeping up on the 
rail cost.

Begins Growing Catalpa Ties. 
About six years ago the Illinois Central 
road began some experiments in growing tie 
material. It had been discovered that a 
certain species of catalpa wood was adapted 
especially for tie and post material. This tree 


is the catalpa speciosa, differing from the or- 


dinary catalpa of the Chicago dooryard in 
that it grows tall and straight in contrast to 
the gnarled crooked trunk and limbs of the 
dooryard variety. 

This catalpa speciosa is indigenous to the 
Wabash valley in Indiana, where it had 
grown to perfection in the forests. In mak- 
ing the experiments of growing these catalpa 
ties the Illinois Central about six years ago 
prepared 150 actes near Duquoin, III., and a 
tract of about: 250 acres near Harahan, La. 
Here the seedlings were planted four feet 
apart in rows, with the expectation of forcing 
a straight, imbless growth in the first few 
years.’ At eight years old it is anticipated 
that these trees shall be thinned to twenty- 
four feet apart, using the eight year old trees 
for fence posts and giving the remaining trees 
a chance to grow into tie material. As they

Ties Problem of the Railroads. 
By Joseph Howells. 


trees planted in the rich, black soll of Louis- 
jana under semi-tropical conditions promise 
to produce a wood fiber that is inferior to that 
of the more northern Illinois growth. The 
Louisiana trees have grown more rapidly, 
however. 

In the tests of catalpa as a tie timber,” 
said Mr. Baldwin, it has seemed to be al- 
most impervious to decay, even without 
treatment of any kind. For the most part 
these worn out catalpa ties have worn out 
only through the friction of the rail, which 
virtually cuts them off atthe ends. We are 
expecting to get ‘pole’ ties from these 
groves at the end of twelve years and good 
‘quartering ties at the end of eighteen years 
from first planting. If we can grow a ‘ quar- 
tering’ tie tree in eighteen years that will 
produce a tie which without treatment will 
last eighteen or twenty years, the problem 
of the tie materia! certainly is simplified. 

These experiments in Illinois and Louisi- 
ana point to the fact that the ideal place to 
grow the catalpa speciosa is in Indiana, in 
the Wabash river country, where it was in- 
digenous and probably found its best envi- 
ronment.” 

In the west a number of rallroads have been 
experimenting with the growing of tle mate- 
rial. The eucalyptus and the honey locust 
have been generally chosen for these experi- 
ments. 


* * 
Old Theory Now Discarded. 

For many.years of tle making, railroad en- 
gineers regarded the hewn tie as the only 
tie to lay. The theory was that in hewing the 
wood the tie maker's ax necessarily followed 
the grain of the wood, leaving a smooth sur- 
face except for the- occasional deeper mark 
of the ax below the line. It was not at all 
necessary that the surface of the tie be 
level, as it could be chipped into in placing 
the rails level. The greatest advantage of 
this hewn tie appealed to the engineers as 
following the grain always and leaving lit- 
tle chance for a cross grained portion of it to 
sliver off. 

In later years Mr. Baldwin says that he 
changed hie ideas about the necessity of the 
hewn tie over the sawn tie. One of the old 
objections to the sawn tie was that the saw 
left a furred surface, inviting to water and 
mold. Again, the fact that the saw went 
straight through the wood regardless of the 
grain, promised the breaking off of the 
tie end which was cross grained In a marked 
degree. 

Mr. Baldwin's experience with ties, how- 
ever, prompts him to say that, especially 
under treatment of creosote, he cannot say 
that the hewn tie bears out any particular 
qualities In its favor. He says that govern- 
ment investigations on that subject, too, 
have led to reports to the same effect. 

In the matter of the steel rail’s wearing 
under the heavy freight trains and the flying 
modern limited "’ passenger trains, it has 
been discovered that, a worn out steel 
rail has lost no more than 10 per cent of its 
gross weight as it came from the mills. All 
of this wear comes upon the head of the 
rail; the base and the web lose nothing unless 
by rusting. 

„ — 
Loses Ten Pounds by Wear. 

Today the worn out ninety pound rail will 
weigh eighty pounds to the yard. Undera 
comparatively new process, these worn out 
rails may be sent back to the mills and be re- 
rolled. When the steel head is heated to the 
welding point the effect of the rolis is to 
flatten the rall surface downward, filling out 
the worn side of the rail head to standard 
width and proportion. Thus the ninety pound 
rail gives a new eighty pound rail, which 
virtually is a new rail on branch lines not 
requiring the heaviest steel.

It is then allowed to 
dry and when shaken out it makes a good 
curl which, when combed, d a real ripple 
of hair. It is much easier to get even flutes 
on these wooden sticks than when doing the 
hair on papers. The woman who is waving 
1 hair herself will find them more succesa- 
ul. , 

The requisites for the French way of dry- 
ing the hair after washing it are sim- 
ple. Half a dozen rolls of soft white 
paper will do for blond hair. Brown 
hair takes a better tone if the paper 
be yellow, while jet black hair should have 
soft black*tissue paper or tidsue of the dark- 
est shade obtainable.

Nenuphar a French Importation. 


The nenuphar, the new cabochon hair orna- 
ment, is often fastened at the side of the 
figure eight to give an effective touch to the 
coiffure. This attractive hair ornament has 
@ back that is made with a double raised 
spiral. It is placed against the hair and 
given two half turns, with the result that the 
hair is held in the raised spiral. The nenuphar 
is a French invention and is being worn by 
women of the fashionable world of Paris. 
Only a few have been seen here so far, but as 
they are something different they will 
soon be much in vogue. The ornament is 
named from the nenuphar, the great white 
water lily of Europe. 

The Paris hairdressers are trying to intro- 
duce the fashion of letting the hair hang 
down the back, but it will never become the 
style in America. ‘The long braid is much 
better. Many women who go to the moun- 
tains and wilds” for their summer's rest 
will wear their hair no other way while they 
are away from the city. This style of hair- 
dressing is absolutely perfect for resting the 
roots of the hair. 

When the hair is worn hanging down the 
back it is best to part the front and to wave 
it loosely, drawing it back over the ear 

ds. The hair is tied with a ribbon bow 
right at the upper and broadest part of the 
hea@ in schoolgirl fashion. Just here, if 
the woman happens to have short thin hair, 


A pompadour is made in front and a big roll 
of paper is pinned at each side of the head 
and the hair is rolled over it so as to litt it 
off the ears. The same process is followed at 
the back. 

If the hair is habitually worn low, the 
rolis are pinned low, Otherwise they are 
secured at about medium height and the hair 
is rolled over them. Then the hair is dried. 
The paper rolls should be loose to allow ven- 
tilation and the hair should be treated to hot 
air drying if possible. The great advantage 
of this treatment is that the hair dries in the 
shape in which it is to be worn, and when 
the papers are taken out the hair takes a 
natural pompadour. 

The hats are so unusual this season that 
the hairdressers must think rapidly to keep 
up with them. The cavalier requires a wider 
hairdressing at one side than it does at the 
other, and the peach basket shape is still 
more difficult, for the girl will look topheavy 
unless her hair is évenly balanced. 

Hairdressers, however, look affectionately 
at the newest Gainsborough models and at 
the big poke bonnets. These offer an oppor- 
tunity to dress the hair widely and elaborate- 
ly at the same time. 

Hairdressers are also much interested at 
the present moment in the vogue of the 
Dutch neck. Nearly all will tell you that they 
dread this style more than anything that has 
been revived in fashion lines for years.

Dolman Returns to Popularity. 


The new midsummer coats and wraps are 
both pretty and varied. The latest models 
are so comfortable they might easily be char- 
acterized old fashioned. Al these street 
coats are long, most ot them are made only 
several inches shorter than the dress skirt. 
The old fashioned dolman which was once 
the rage with gur mothers is again popu- 
lar. its chief tures are the loosely fitting 
backs, the narrow shoulders, and the long, 
easy sieeve. 

These coats come in broadcloth, satin, 
shantung, and pongee. White, apricot, and 
many of the pastel shades are especially fa- 
vored in the broadcloth. Black, the deli- 
cate shades of pink, and champagne are 
considered good in satin, while the natural 
colors are preferred in shantung and pon- 
gee. 

The dolman is made semi-fitting with one 
seam in the back. The sleeve is cut in one 
with the coat body. it is draped or shaped 
to a point which falls gracefully over the 
hand.

Hints to the Amateur Gardener. 


For the proper cultivation of tomatoes first 
plant firmly strong stakes in rows running 
north and south four feet apart between the 
rows and three feet apart in the row. On the 
south side of each stake piace one tomato 
plant. Keep auxiliary buds pinched out, and 
as the stalks grow tie loosely to stakes with 
any coarse twine. Continue this treatment 
until the late fall. 

By this method of culture the fruit frond 
of a plant is thrown from a main stem after 
a certain maturity. An axil is the point 
where the leaf emerges fromastem. Atthis 
point a tomato plant throws a subsidiary 
stem or miniature plant; by keeping these 
pinched out the full growth is concentrated 
in the original stalk or stem, and the result 
is better fruit ripened evenly. 

Allow two stalks to grow im order to de- 
velop leaves to protect the fruit. The lower 
fronds will mature first and gradually, as 
the season advances, grow toward the top. 
In particularly favorable seasons mature 
fruit may be secured as much as seven or 
more feet from the grotind late in the fall 
The time for planting about Chicago varies 
with seasons, from the 16th of May to the 
10th of June; never. however, until warm 
weather has come. It is best to delay plant- 
ing until the ground is warm and vegetation 
well started. A small, hardy plant is more 
desirable than a much larger plant forced in 
a hothouse. 

In matter of varieties the larger kinds, such 
as Ponderosa, which is of the uneven type, 
the Stone and other of the smooth kind, give 
best satisfaction. In this culture several va- 
rieties may be planted in the same plat of 
ground and at the same time, and ample op- 
portunity is thus given to select seed from 


that kind that develops the best vine and 
fruit. The principal objection to seed bought 
is that it generally grows in more favored 
localities and takes a year or two to develop 
its best In a harsherclimate. By saving seed 
from the best of the earliest matured fruit 
taking vine and habit of growth into consid- 
eration, as well as the quality of the fruit, 
you will soon produce a type adapted to your 
locality. 


It is only about seventy years since this | 


fruit came into use as a food. It grows on 
the eastern coast from Maine to Mexico. It 


develops best in a warm, sandy loam, but: 


shows different characteristics of growth 
more decidedly than any other plant I know 
—viz.: in the southern and eastern central 
states, planted as a vine and allowed to grow 
at will, the fruit is mainly developed or rip- 
ened at once, and when grown commercially 
the product can be picked and marketed at 
one time. This fact develops in the canning 
districts. 

This business commenced in the middle 
‘0s in Maine, transferred shortly to Balti- 
more, from which it has radiated in experi- 
ments to almost all the states, expanding 
largely during and after the civil war until 
1907 the régistered packing of tomatoes for 
the wholesale trade amounted to 13,750,000

The fancy coats have the seams 
and the slashed sides edged with black satin, 
while from four to eix jet buttons ornament 
the front. This is particularly stylish in 
champagne and rose broadcloth trimmed 
with black. The untrimmed coat may be had 
for $80, but a yard of satin cut on the bias 
used to finish the seams and four fancy but- 
tons will add much to the garment.

To spoil a carpet sweep it with a stiff, halt 
worn broom, but to save a carpet dip your 
broom in clean, hot suds once a week, then

This 
will make a broom last almost twice as long 
as it otherwise would. 

Rugs should be beaten on the wrong side, 
then swept on the right side. Spots may be 
removed by the use of oxgall or ammonia 
and water, using a sponge or Mannel. Slight- 
ly moistened bran is equally as good as salt 
in brightening rugs and earpets. 

Vinegar will remove lime spots, soot from 
an open chimney or the careless handling of 
stovepipes can be removed by covering thick- 
ly with salt, and this afterwards can be 
brushed up quickly without injury to the 
carpets. Spirits of ammonia, diluted with 
water, if applied with sponge or flannel to 
discolored spots will often restore the color. 

Remove ink stains with milk and after soak- 
ing up all that seems possible, either sprinkie 
thickly with salt or wash with a pure white 
soap. a clean brush and warm water. 

For grease spots use powdered magnesia, 
fuller’s earth, or buckwheat flour. Sprinkle 
on spots and let it lle until grease u ab- 
sorbed. Renew the flour or other absorbent 
material as often as necessary. 

Housewives are cautioned to look out for 
the carpet moth early in spring. When car- 
pet moths are discovered, after removing all 
artificial lights in the room, saturate the 
cracks in the floor with benzine. Wash up- 
per edge of the carpet with a solution of 
corrosive sublimate and alcohol, sixty parts 
of poison to one part of the alcohol. Be ex- 
tremely careful about using this if there are 
children about. .

If there 
is one such man in St. Paul, just one man who 
will uphold the contention that the suffrage 
is not for woman, won't he please address me 
at my office?” 

Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, the well known 
writer, now in London attending the inter- 
national woman suffrage meeting .is author- 
ity for the following about Holland: “A 
tax is levied on families for every servant 
they keep, but a widower is allowed one 
servant free of tax, on the principle that, 
while he is away attending to business, some 
one must be there to look after his home and 
children. A vast number of widows have to 
go out to work to support themselves and 
their families, but the government puts the 
full tax on the servant they are obliged to 
keep. Women in Holland have no suffrage, 
but any man may vote if the earns 11 florins 
(less than $5) a week. If his wife and chi- 
dren earn this amount and he is a drunken 
loafer he still does the voting for the family. 
Any man may vote who has 50 florins in a 
bank, or, if his wife has earned this amount 
and put it in the bank, he may not only vote 
on the strength of it Dut he may order the 
bank not to let her draw the money.”’

the women of her race. She became & 
teacher in one of the most important girls 
schools in Stamboul. The Young Turks 
movement early in its career learned thet 
much of their propaganda could better be 
carried on by women than by men. So they 
approached Refeka Hanoum, a dreamer of 
women's emancipation. The pact between 
them was this: She was to prepare women 
to help on the great cause of their country's 
regeneration, and they, when the cause 
should be won, were to help her to ameliorate 
the lot of women in the new born nation. 

Before the women are put to work they are 
taught political economy, the natural re- 
sources of the country, the history of other 
nations as well as of their own, and the sig- 
nificance of a constitution and a free press. 
Besides thelr good heads Refeka Hanoum 
credits them with big hearta. They 
throw themselves into their work with 
fervor. One of the sultan's sistersiis a mem- 
ber of the new party, the success of whose 
cause has become the dream of her life. She 
is said by Refeka Hanoum, who was her 
teacher for some years, to have forgotten 
that she is sister to the sultan and to remem- 
ber only that she is an Osmanli woman and a 
patriot. 

Women are sent into the different harems 
to carry on the work by being sold as slaves. 
When their work is done they are bought 
back again. Sometimes these slaves are the 
wives and daughters of rich and powerful 
men and are no longer in their youth. One 
of the heads of the army seemed unapproach- 
able. He consideréd the sultan sacred. The 
Young Turks wished him to learn that the 
good of the country was above that of the 
ruler. One of their clever women was sold 
into hie harem. She studied all the inmates 
and reported that he worshiped his youngest 
daughter. It took them a year to win her. 
And not until five years had passed was the 
father through her won to the cause. 


Tea Service for the Veranda. 


Simple and attractive devices are offered 
where tea is served on the open veranda. One 
of the favorite and easiest devices is the 
tea wagon; these are made of green willow 
and raffia stained green. They should be 
chosen to match the other outdoor furniture. 
Those made of willow come rather expensive, 
but the reed may be had as low as $8. 

These tables are more than a fad—they are 
practical; the table is set inside and is 
easily wheeled on the porch. A hostess can 
serve tea in this fashion without a maid. 
The smaller of these carts have two shelves, 
one for the tea pot, creamer, and sugar, the 
other for the cups and saucers. The largest 
have another shelf for extra cups and 
saucers. 

Another simple device is a small English 
table. It is not mounted on wheels, for it is 
meant to be kept on the veranda. This table 
is made with one large broad shelf and a 
small narrow one underneath. The tea serv- 
ice is placed on top and the cups and saucers 
are placed below. These tables are made in 
rattan and reed, as well as in the natural 
wood, ‘but the rattan and reed are more 
serviceable for summer furniture. This same 
style of table is also made with glass shelves. 


It is lifted more easily and the glass shelves 


make it more durable. 

Then there are the plain round tables in 
rattan, willow, and rama. The rattan is in 
the natural color, while the willow and raffia 


food, sre stained to match the other furniture.

Besides the tea set there are the 
bread and butter plates, decorated with the 
same pattern. 

As to the making of tea, many adhere to the 
good old fashioned way of steeping it indoors 
and putting it into a china tea pot. Others 
prefer making tea outof doors. The simplest 
way is to put the tea into a tea ball, dropping 
it into the pot or into the individual cups. 
Women should be careful as to what they 
serve for afternoon tea, for the word does 
not mean a luncheon. Where one is enter- 
taining formally cakes may be served with 
tea, but buttered toast and marmalade are 
sufficient. The custom of using lemon in- 
stead of cream is now popular in this country. 
The serving of afternoon tea is a simple and 
inexpensive pleasure and is refreshing on a 
warm summer's day.

Great Aim To Help Humanity. 


The Halsted Street Institutional church is the only 
institution of its kind between Sixteenth street and 


the river. While, fundamentally, it is Methodist, its 


tendencies run to interdenominationalism and its officers 
have numbered among them, Presbyterians, Baptists, 
Lutherans, and a number of Catholics. The great aim 
of the institution is to help humanity in a humen way 
—feed the hungry, clothe the naked, bind up the wounds 
of those who have been severely dealt with, and then, 
when the bodies of the people have been comforted, to 
teach them the Christian religion in a broad and aim- 
ple manner. 

Never since it has beeh started has the church been 
self-supporting. It is in a neighborhood where the 
people are pressed for even the common necessities of 
life and where religion is a luxury, so cramped are they 
for time and the ability in which to practice and enjoy 
it. Approximately the expenses are about $10,000 a 
year and all this is furnished by voluntary subscrip- 
tions. 

The church itself is only a small part of the work. 
In connection with it are a gymnasium and a lunch 
club, where at the noon hour young working girls can 
have a time of rest and a meal for a small sum of 
money—coffee, 3 cents; soup, 3 cents, or an entire dinner 
for 10 cents. There is a piano in this room and scai- 
tered about on tables are books and magazines. A 
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couch or two are there for the girls who have time for 
@ rest in between times.

Children Cling to the Elusive Penny. 

A penny savings society offers opportunity for chil- 
Gren and adults to take care of the elusive penny ard 
nickel and to cultivate habits of thrift. One little 
man of 9 years deposited between $15 and $16 through 
the summer vacation. Most of this he earned delivering 
ice in small quantities to his neighbors. When school 
opened he drew out his little savings and purchased 
clothes for himself and brother. 

The church furnishes a meeting place for the Ninth 
Ward Men’s Improvement club, which is composed of 
the leading business men in the neighborhood. They 
have accomplished much in the way of better street car 
service, lighting of the streets, opening a park for the 
children, etc. They maintain a live newspaper, the Hal- 
sted Street Advocate, which is published monthly. 

The Juvenile Protection league No. 2, which is in its 
second year, meets in one of the churchrooms. In this 
league Catholics, Protestants, and Jews all work to- 
gether for the suppression of the evils that tend to de- 
moralize childhood. 

During the summertime the Institutional church 
finds cogntry homes for children and does all in its 
power to make the hot months Happy ones for. the peo- 
ple in the congested districts. This church is one of 
the stations for The Tribune ice fund tickets. 

“The great aim we have in view is to promote 
happiness,” declares Dr. Vaughan. “Home life is es- 
sential to all that is joyous or that makes life worth 
living.

The polar bear ambles down with a whole basket 
full of snowballs and presently he throws out a few. 
Miss Roberts by this time has danced across the stage 
and begun an attack on the boxes to her left. The 
Eskimo girls arm themselves and come down to the 
footlights and the battle is on. 

The fun of a passage-at-arms with a pretty girl 
would naturally appeal to any lively young fellow in 
the front rows, but reliance isn’t placed on him alone. 
The fever spreads. Staid men of years can be seen 
signaling for a throw and when a snowball describes 
its downward curve on a long throw, four or five pairs 
of hands can be seen outstretched to grab it. 

Two or three hundred snowballs are put in com- 
mission at a time. They go criss cross, up into the 
higher boxes and in every direction.

Must Observe Certain Conditions. 

But more than this, the United States 
‘treasury lately has laid some strict rules re- 
garding the issuance of these notes, new, 
from the treasury at Washington. There is 
adigposition on the part of the treasury to 
tall in the old standard silver dollars of our 
dads. and as a means of it the rules prescribe 
that new $1. $2. and 88 silver certificates wil! 
be issued only on presentatfon of these stand- 
ard silver dollare. or of worn silver certifi- 
eates of like denomination. or in redemption 
of the old treasury notes of 1890. 

Only under these conditions may the Oak 
Park Pure Money league—or organization to 
that effect—cet the crisp, new silver certifi- 
cates which do so much circulating among 
the hol polloi especially, and which because 
of this fact are most in need of laundering. 
But to be sure of getting the crisp, new bills 
at all times, even under these circumstances, 
it may have to send direct to the treasury 
department at Washington, paying the 
charges both ways and stand the loss which 
‘Must follow its absence in transit. For 
often the sybtreasury in Chicago doesn’t 
bavé the bright new bills to exchange.

Out in South Chicago there is a priest Who 
its also an astronomer. His name is Father 
Anton Petrajtia,: and recently, because of 
As love for study of the stars, he purchased a 


etate. The total cast of the instrument was 
96,000, and it is located in a little observatory 
made especially for it near the priest's rec- 
' tory at Eighty-seventh and Palmer streets. 


Here he goes every night when the weather 


will allow and, sweeping thé firmament with 
. penetrating eye bought for the purpose, 
ihe endeavors to discover wonders and solve 
mysteries that have never been discovered 
er solved before. 
The telescope itself is a most imposing 
‘thing. Its base of cast jron reaches down 
ten feet. Two are above the filoor’of the ob- 
gervatory and the other eight extend down 
into the basement. This is done in order that 
the powerful machine may be always firm 
and absolutely potted, also to keep the frost 
‘from affecting the telescope. The pedestal 
‘is twelve feet high and is also of iron. 


The object glass is eleven inches in diame- 
ter, and the tiles possess the power to mag 
ae from 60 to 1. 100 diameters. at will. The 
telescope is provided with all the modern and 
zatest attachments. There is a caméra at- 
tachment, a micrometer, a helioscope, and a 
great variety of othereyepieces. A sildereal 
clock offsets the motion of the earth. This 
clock is faster than the ordimary clock by 
four minutes. “There is a transit to find out 
the time that the stars pass thé meridian and 
also the time of day.

At the door you stop in \a sort of 
wondering awe and amazement, for the tele-

all seeing and all knowing and somehow 
wonderfully karge.

The room in which the telescope is located 
is twenty feet square, and counting the depth 
of the basement about seventeen feet high. 
The roof seems not unusual when you first 
‘Jook at it, but you are told that it is a rolling 
roof and that it can be moved backwards and 
forwards at will. Just to show that this is 
the truth, Father Petrajtis, who, by the way, 
has the head of a Beethoven, arms like a

All my routes pay different, but I 
try to keep my good ones from getting bad 
and to make my poor ones better. The worst 


route I have gets me $9 a week, another one 


always brings mé $19 a week, and one of 
them gets me $25. My eldest girl is 14 now, 
and she keeps the house. We're really better 
off than when my husband was alive, for I 
earn more now than the two of us used to. 

“One thing you have to learn is what sells. 
The onl thing I ever lost money on wag 
white fine combs. The black fine combs go 
fast and I thought I'd get the white ones and 
maybe they'd go better. But they didn’t. 
I paid $3 for a dozen and had to sell them at 
10 cents apiece to get rid of them. I sell more 
thread and make less on it than on anything. 
Ihave to pay 57 cents for a box of a dozen 
spools and can only get 5 cents a spool for it. 
Black fine combs cost $1.25 a dozen and sell 
for li cents a piece. Beeswax costs 15 cents 
a dozen and sells two for a nickel. 

“Those little fountain pens there I bought 
thinking I'd do well on. I paid 60 cenjs a 
dozen, but can’t get any more than that. 
These black knobs to stick on the teakettle 
or the teapot or the coffee pot if the knob 
comes off, sell fine. I get 5 cents for a pafr 
of them, and pay only 10 cents a dozen. 
These whetstones are 60 cents a dozen and 
sell for 10 cents a piece. Paring knives cost 
$1 a dozen and sell for 15 cents each. Shoe- 
Strings are 40 cents a dozen pair and sell for 
5 cents a pair. I pass these circulars for 
& roach and bug man, and if I get an order 
for him of $2 worth he gives me 50 cents. I 
sell quite a lot for him in those flats and 
houses where the ‘ bug man’ don't come.
